GITKSAN BLOCKADE NORTHERN TERRITORY 


Enough is enough! The Gitksan (people of 
the misty/mouldy river) and Wet'suweten 
(people. of the lower river) people have 
lived on their land in what some people 
call northern British Columbia since time 
immemorial. In the past 100 years they 
have watched as the European colonialists 
slowly but surely invaded their lands. 
They have suffered under the laws of a 
racist foreign society that sees the nat- 
ural world only in terms of potential pro- 
fits that it rips from it's heart. These 
peóple, they that live with the Earth, the 
Mother, are people that feel acutely the 
deadening weight of a civilization that 
marches blindly to it's own extinction. 

One can only describe the white man's 
attempt to 'civilize' the original people 
that existed here upon their arrival, as 
an attempt at extinction. The attacks have 
been manifold. Criminalization of native 
language, spiritual traditions, celebra- 
tions, laws and material souces of sust- 
enance through hunting trapping and fish- 
ing have played a major role in repressing 
the whole of their society. Annihilation 
of the natural world through the insane 
grab for ‘natural resouces' has now threat- 
ened to destroy completely the source of 
physical and spiritual sustenance of an 
entire society. This is genocide. No more! 
The people have spoken. 


PERMANENT BLOCKADE 


Westar Timber Ltd have attempted to 
build a road into the Gitksan Northern 
Territory. This is the last remaining area 

in the Gitksan and Wet'suweten Territory 
that has not been touched by the diseased 
hand of a mad society. 

Six Houses (see NP, spring and summer 
issues) are supported by the land in this 
territory. The rest of their traditional 
territory, 55,000 km” in all, has been 
mined, bulldozed, clear-cut, burned and 
poisoned to it's knees. That's where it's 
at in 'SuperNatural' British Columbia. 

A blockade was set-up in mid-September 
to stop bridge construction over the Babine 
River, and the blockade is going to stay. 


= COUNTER INJUNCTION 


Westar sought a court injunction to stop 
the blockade and allow business (rape) as 
usual. The Gitksan people filed a counter 
injunction to halt all construction. The 


case was heard in court by judge MacDonnell. 


The result was astonishing. His highness 
ruled that the Northern Territory remain 
untouched pending the outcome of the land- 
mark Title Action being heard in the BC 
Supreme Court. It's amazing but he actually 
uttered something to the effect of what 
good would Aboriginal Title be if all the 
people are left with is a desert. One can 
only wonder. My humble opinion is that the 
judge, hearing reports of the determina- 
tion and resolve of the people to resist 
the monster, wisely decided to put Westar 
on a leash to avoid embarrasment. It's no 
business as usual this time. The decision 
is astonishing because it's a precedent 
setting judgement that will affect corpor- 
ate activity on all land where where ab- 
original claims are unresolved. 


IT AIN'T ALL ROSES 


Westar obviously don't take kindly to 
limits on their rampage so they've begun 
an appeal process to be heard in early 
November. For them money is no problem. 
Already strapped for funds to continue the 
court battle for title to their traditional 
territory, the-Gitksan_people_haven't the — 
means to fight two battles at once. They 
must continue nevertheless so an appeal 
has been launched for political and mon- 
etary support for their struggle. What 
they really need is cash$$$. 

Supporters from Vancouver returned from 
the blockade recently and gave reports of 
high spirits at the encampment. They told 
of never once hearing the poeple speak of 
white laws. The traditional laws are the 
only laws that exist in the Territory. The 
blockade is permanent. When Vancouver sup- 
porters left a salmon smokehouse was com- 
pleted and a longhouse was well under way. 
It's clear that a permanent camp is being 
set up. Incursions by the RCMP were met

with clear statements the laws of the police 
were not welcome there and that they had 
no jurisdiction on Gitksan Territory. 

It's been difficult for the white gov- 
ernment to find the person or persons that 
are 'responsible' for the blockade because 
it's completely de-centralized. Everyone - 
is responsible. Something like trying to 
nail Jello to the wall. There is little 
if any comparison between traditional 
‘authority’ and white 'authority'. Trad- 
itional law is the only law in effect. 
That is how it will remain forever. 
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The entire Territory, encompassing some 
55,000 km* is subject to a Title Action 
in the BC Supreme Court. This is a land- 
mark court action. There is a big differ- 
ence between a ‘land claim' and a 'title 
action’. A successful land claim gives the 
Native use, occupancy and monetary compen- 
sation. Colonialist laws, ownership and 
authority remain. Title of the land will 
give the Gitksan and Wet'suweten People 
ownership and complete jurisdiction on 
the land. These people have never signed 
a treaty, sold or given away any of their 
land to the white invaders. From the very 
beginning of the Title Action it has been 
stated clearly that they are not interested 
in aboriginal 'rights' and that all that 
they are interested in is aboriginal 'title'. 


SUPPORT NEEDED 


Native people are fighting for survival. 
They are on the front lines. They fight 
for a way of life. They fight for the Earth 
and all our relations in it. They are £ 
clear and they are strong. In the struggle 
to halt the murderous plunge of this dom- 
inant civilization, one need look no fur- 
ther for allies. But they need our support. 
Politically we can help by putting on the 
pressure where we live. Use your imagin- 
ation! There are offices of the Federal 
Ministry of Indian Affaires in all major 
cities and towns across Canada. The BC 
Ministry of Forests is also a good place 
to start. The head office of Westar is 
also located in Vancouver. Internationally 
it's effective to embarass the Canadian 
government through their embassies and . 
consulates located in all major cities.

BC Forest Minister Dave Parker announced 
in late October that he had broken off 
"peace' talks with the Lytton and Mt Currie 
Native people over the future of the Stein 
valley. Guess that means the war's on! 

The Stein valley is the last major road- 
less and unlogged watershed that remains 
in the whole of southwestern British Co- 
lumbia. It has been the focus of a battle 
that has now gone on for several years 
between the corporate/government powers 
and the original people that have resided 
there longer than anyone can remember. 

This latest split is the end result of 
Some grandstanding that the government 
took part in to improve their image and 

ceed The ates for an attempted invasion. 
When the Lytton and Mt Currie people orig- 


A ely resisted, the government struck a 
© commission of inquiry. The results were 
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a bit of a surprise. A surprise because 
the report filed by the "Wilderness Advi- 
sory Committee”, a committee of government 
hacks, stated that. there should be no, log- 
ging in the Stein without the consent of 
the Lytton and Mt Currie people. Under 
heavy pressure from corporate interests 
the filth went against their own committee's 
“report and announced that logging would go 
ahead in the Stein. No big surprise. Over 
the next seyeral months they were attacked 
from all sides. If you looked, you could 
even find articles critical of government 
actions in the straight media. The right/ 
rulers didn't like the sloppy job that was 
being made of the Stein. So after some 
time they finally agreed to meet the tra- 
ditional holders of the Stein to try to 
come to some understanding. After months 
Of meetings just to set the stage for neg- 
otiations, the 'peace' talks got under way. 
Realistically I don't know anybody that 
expected an agreement to be reached. The 
following is taken from the publication 
Forest Planning Canada: 


e... the Forest Service approach to 
negotiations with the Stein Natives would 
deny them the right to discuss their eco- 
nomic concerns or bring in outside tech- 
nical experts to help develop a database 
of information to use in meetings with 
government officials. Since then the 
Natives have invited former Justice E. 
Hall to assist them as an unofficial med- 
lator. However forest minister Dave Parker 
continues to reject the idea of Natives 
recieving any outside, non-native help. 

Meanwhile, the evolving Forest Service 
stategy seems to revolve around the belief 
that as long as their approach remains 
very tough and hard-nosed, the Native com- 
munity will sooner or later cave in out 
of sheer frustration. As part of the get 
tough approach, the latest piece of off- 
icial Forest Service correspodence said: 


Dear Chief Dunstan: 


Reference is made to one of our recent 
meetings with John McCandless in which he 
indicated that Lytton Band members were 
active in trail building in the Stein River 
drainage. Please be informed that there 
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has been no authorization requested, or 
given, for trail construction in the Stein 
Valley. Any construction without the writ- 
ten approval of the District Manager would 
be considered in contravention of Section 
138 (1) of the Forest Act. This section 
requires that authority be obtained prior 
to cutting any trees. Unauthorized cutting 
of trees for trail construction or any 
other purposes will not be condoned and 
further action may be taken. 


Signed, 
DW Donaldson, RFP 
District Manager 


In reply Cheif Dunstan said: 


"Maintenance of our system of trails in 
the Stein Valley is one the most important 
responsibilities that have been handed down 
to us by our ancestors. We are not about 
to abandon this responsibility and neither 
are we about to seek provincial permission 
to carry on work which our forfathers in- 
itiated thousands of years before the first 
white man ever set foot in Victoria. Also 
we cannot help but recognize the irony in 
a situation where a provincial government 
intent on paving the way for clearcutting 
of the Stein Valley's old growth forests 
is also going out of it's way to make sure 
the Native Indians don't cut one single 
sapling.” 


Parker and his cronies want to log the 
Stein. Period. The Stein Natives have sta- 
ted clearly, time and again, that they will 
never allow logging to take place in the 
Stein. And that's that. 

A campaign heavily funded by the gov- 
ernment and forest industries was launched. 
It's title, a classic example of double- 
speak is 'Share the Stein'(ie; clearcut 
the Stein) Disinformation is now available 
at all government and corporate offices 
that goes on about jobs saved, elimination 
of bug-killed stands of trees, and how the 
valley would be opened up to tourism and 
recreation for all. It's open now but ya 
gotta walk! Government tourist offices, 
when asked for info on the Stein will pass 
you this packet called Share the Stein. 

The corporation that wants in to the 
Stein was called BC Forest Products but 
was recently taken over by a huge multi- 
national from New Zealand called Fletcher 
Challenge Ltd. Things are a bit different 
back home for Fletcher Challenge. Appar= 
ently if there is a land-use conflict with 
the Maori people, a tribunal is set up. 
The Maori's get 50% representation in the 
discussions that must reach an agreement 
for any logging activity to take place. 

One can see why FC is anxious to set 
up here in BC where the Earth has been been 
handed over to the highest bidder ever 
since the Europeans set foot on this sacred 
land. 

Fletcher Challenge also aquired recently 
another large forest products company. 
Canadian Forest Products was bought and 
now is combined with BC Forest Products 
under the new name Fletcher Challenge 
Canada Ltd. This makes Fletcher Challenge 
the third largest wood products company 
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in Canada. It is Canada's largest producer 
of pulp and it's not stopping there. FC 

is now bidding on a TFL (Tree Farm Liscence) 
north of Prince George that will be the 
largest TFL in the world. It covers an area 
that is approximately 1/8 the size of BC. 
They intend to build 2 more pulp mills 
there (more jobs, dioxins and death). To 
'harvest' the trees they intend to use new 
million dollar machines that only one 
person can operate. These monsters snip 

the trees like grass, bundle them and load 
them on trucks bound for their mills. 

FC is starting to get pressured by 
people in New Zealand for their practices 
here in Canada. We think it'sabout time 
they felt the crunch right. here too. 

At this time there are no signs of the 
bulldozers and blasting equipment heading 
in. When it does start there will be some 
warning as the native people have sympa- 
thisers inside the beast that will notify 
them of any movement to start logging. 


PARKER 


If they do start, what is needed is for 
us to start putting pressure on the filth 
where we live. In Vancouver the logical 
targets are the Ministry of Forests and 
Fletcher Challenge Canada. The Stein 
Natives can handle the blockades, We can 
be most effective where we live.

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RESPONSE 


Tree spiking, a tactic used by some 
conservationists to discourage the logg- 
ing of old growth forests, is occurring 
with increasing frequency as the contro- 
versy over the fate of the forests peaks. 
The tactics is not new, aS 1t was used by 
large and small timber companies in the 
western U.S. land-grab battles of the last 
century and by the Wobblies in the labor 
disputes early in this century. In fact 
tree spiking was first outlawed in calif- 
ornia in the 1880's. : 


An incident of spiking recently occurr- 
ed in western Washington. This was follo- 
wed by a flurry of media attention and 
debate, including an AP story in the Her- 
ald. Some have gone so far as to label 
tree spikers as terrorists. Being an ac- 
tive Earth First!er, I would like to gi- 
ve my perspective of the situation. 

Allow me first to state that Earth Fir- 
st is not an organization, and therefore 
is in no position to advocate or denounce 
a tactic that presumably responsible ad- 
ults have felt compelled to use under ce- 
rtain circumstances. 

Secondly, those who do spike trees do 
so out of frustration with the failure 
of conventional environmental groups and 
timber industry and the industry's cron- 
(the Forest Service and Congress) to con- 
front and halt the ecological atrocities 
presently occurring in the old growth 
forests of Washington. Therefore, those 
who spike trees are not likely to give a 
hoot what any of the aforementioned have 
to say about it. 

It is the desperation of the situation 
which impels me to state that I abhor not. 
tree spiking but the necessity of it. 
Less than 10% of Northwest's old growth 
forests extinct after the area's brief fl 
irt with industrial civilization. This 
calamity has so stressed the ecosystem 
that more than 200 vertebrate species, of 
which the spotted owl is but one, might 
imminently face extinction.

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SPIKING: TECHNICAL UPDATE 


í In many recent spiking incidents, ¢r- 
ees spiked with even very large de-headed 
nails were eventually cut. The method use- 
d to circumvent the sabotage efforts, ca- 
lled longbutting, involves locating the 
nails with a meta] detector and marking 
them wìth paint. Loggers are then able to 
cut either very high or extremely low to 
avoid the nails. In the latter case - 
where the nail has been placed at full 
arms reach, say - the lower six feet of 
the tree is lopped off and left for fire- 
wood cutters. This counter-technique has 
been used primarily where nails were few 
and unremovable and metal. This suggests 
counter-counter-tactics. 

Undetectable, non-metallic"spikes" -are 
an obvious measure. These have already 
been used or threatened in many areas. 
Ceramic "spikes" which can be drilled-in 
with a hand brace and bit have been sug- 
gested, but discarded test-drilling cores 
have already ‘damaged mi11 equipment and 
are commonly available around major minin- 
g and construction sites. Check around a- 
bandoned mining areas. These rock cores 
range from one to two inches in d. meter 
and should be broken into manageable thr- 
ee to four inch segments. Large auger 
bits can often be found cheaply in second 
hand stores.Sharpen the cutting edge be- 
fore use. Drill the hole, collect all the 
Shavings to leave no trace, insert the 
rock core, then glue the bark over the di- 

bed area with some of the commonly 
available glue made for rough surfaces. 

“Drilling involves considerable effort: 
Plan 4-8 cores per session. Notify the 
world via an anonymous communique (Note! 
be sure to follow appropriate security 
measures as detailed in Ecodefence or 
similar publications! Huge rewards are... 
‘offered for anyone turning in a spiker and 
the forces of waste and desolation are 
Just waiting to hang someone). 


Under such circumstances, it is those 
Whowcontinue to assault the forests for 
no higher goal than profit who should be 
deemed "terrorists". Those who Sacrifice 
their personal time, energy and security 
in the effort to defend the planet are 
best described as heroes. 

In regards to safety, more than 80 men 
have died in logging accidents in Wash- 
ington this year, and last, countless 
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more were injured; not one of these acc- 
idents was related to any efforts to 

save a dying ecosystem. There has only 
been one tree spiking related injury any- 
where, this occurring in northern Califo- 
rnia last year when a mill saw impacted 

a spike in a redwood log and shattered, 
sending a fragment into the face of a wo- 
rker. That accident occurred because som- 
ebody had spiked not a tree in the forest, 
but a log in a mill yard ( the spike was 
driven longitudinally from the butt), cau- 
sing the blade to explode uncharacterist- 
ically. Using this as an example of Earth 
First!'s tree spiking is to compare apples 
and oranges. 

A editorial in the Seattle Times, which 
condemned tree spiking, Suggested that so- 
me body ask George Alexander, the mil lwor- 
ker injured in California, for his opini- 
on of the tactic. Somebody did (San Fran- 
cisco Examiner, June 21), while George 
was recovering in the hospital. He repli- 
ed that while he was angry at the tree 
spiker, he shares Earth First!'s concerns 
about the Reagan administration's clearcu- 
tting policies. He added, " If people are 
going to do stuff like that, they ought 
to give a warning." I agree. 

In summary, I believe the use of tree 
spiking is an understandable reaction to 
an unjust and dangerous ecological situa- 
tion. In all likelihood, the tactic will 
continue to be used, with a.reasonable 
level of success at deterring unsound 10- 
gging practices, until the issue is reso- 
lved in a way which respects the forests 
and all their biotic diversities. This 
should not be considered terrorism, beca- 
use the term implies secretive acts which 
threaten innocent people. This does not 
describe a properly done tree spiking. 


Even with undetectable spikes the poss- 
ibility exists that the loggers may Still 


‘choose to fall the trees and cut off the 


whole lower end. Though extremely costly 
don't put it - or anything past them. A 
few well marked (with paint or ribbon) 
Spikes placed high with the use of clim- 
bing spurs or Perhaps a makeshift ladder 
may deter them from attempting this last 
tactic. 

With "regular" spiking it may be wise to 
enschew the mega-spikes (10 - 12 inch) in 
favor of the 60d (read sixty penny) or 8 
inch helix spiral nails (helixes are sma- 
ller in diameter than "common" nails of 


similar. leng h and have a twist which ma- 


kes them virtually impossible to remove). 
60d's may be

For the same effort many more najls: can 
be driven, thus allowing several per tree 
and foiling longbutting efforts. 60d's are 
per case than large spikes and are nearly 
ubiquitous at lumber stores. Finally, sm- 
aller diameter nails are quieter (though 
by no means QUIET!) to pound in and can 
be de-headed easily with a small bolt-cu- 
tter. 

This last point may hold the key. Timb- 
er sales have been stopped when even sma- 
11 spikes proved unremovable after dehead- 
ing, Pound them*in to 3s" from flush, chop 
the head and pound in the remaining lengt 
th. 24 or 30 inch cutters work well for 
60d and 8" helix nails. Avert your face 
when clipping as the heads can really fly! 
Taiwanese bolt-cutters can be purchased * 
for under $20 at discount variety stores. 
U.S. cutters will cost $80 -$100+. Opt 
for the cheapos and avoid over-stressing 
them. zIf it becomes necessary to dump 
them, the loss will be minimal. The chea- 
pos will last for many, many boxes of 
nails. By the way, always buy your nails 
by the case (501bs). They run about half 
the price you'd otherwise pay per pound. 


This technique of many small deheaded 
nails - possibly combined with non-metal- 
ic cores - just may be the cure for your 
longbutting ills!

Our inexperience in doing mil- 
itant demo's led to our in-action in deal- 
ing with their presence, but also we did 
not know towhat level the protest would 
develop. At this early stage would it 
have been wiseto take assertive action 
against undesirable elments? The question 
of what to do next was solved as people 
spontaneously moved backuup & past the US 
consulate , stil] on the concrete island. 
Again the demo stopped at the traffic 
lights, allowing mounted police to move up 
to the head of the demo & cut off the peop 
A people who had made it across the street.

SNATCH SQUADS 


After this point the cops were much 
better organised. The use of police 
snatch-squads became a serious problem 
that wasn't really dealt twith. Because 
the demo was spread out, individual cops 
were allowed to mingle, apparently to 
select a target. Targets were most oft- 
en those who had carried out actions. 


Me WILDINTHE STREETS! Gm 


After identifying a target, the cops would 
withdraw & form a group of 4-5. They 
would wait for the target to become more 
or less accesible, then rush in, grab them 
& put them to the ground. Two cops would 
carry out the actual arrest, while others 
would circle & prevent demonstrators gett- 
ing close. Horses were often used to hold 
back the crowd, & prevent photos being 
taken. The snatch squads created fear & 
apprehension amongst protesters, & a feel- 
ing of helplesness. 


Once again, if protesters had linked 
arms & formed rows (maybe with those who 
felt most at risk in the centre rows), the 
police snatch squads would have been pre- 
vented from reaching people. This form of 
organisation also improves communication 
within the demo, gives a very strong 
sense of solidarity, eases tension, red: 
uces panic if police attack, & provides a 
better position at the front of the demo 
for those who know the city and/or route.» 


LESSONS FROM EUROPE 


In many parts of Europe for militant e 
demos this form of organisation happens, > 
with the addition of ropes along both ` 
sides of the demo, which further prevents 
police access 4 protester panic. Also Y 
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present are groups known as the ‘black 

block’ who come prepared for the defence 

of the demo but also importantly they 

sometimes act as offensive groups. This 

group is so-called because of their most= 

ly black masks & predominantly black 

coloured clothing (often leather jackets 

for protection). Many wear motorcycle 

helmets for further protection, & carry 

sticks & gas masks. Those with the most =

- protection go to the front of the demo, 


with smaller blocks interspersed through- 
out, anda group at the rear. 

Police are intimidated by this threat- 
ening, seemingly well-organised & prepared 
force. It also reduces police attacks 
through fear of provoking the ‘black block-; 

,block'. The presence of the 'black block' 
greatly increases feelings of strength & 
solidarity within the demo. Within the 
"black block' itself are clearly identif- 
ied people trained in first aid. The 
‘level of communication is greatly in- 


creased by 2-way radiós, especiall i 
tween Be o to be marched as eG 


as the route that has been marched. 


ACTION 


In Toronto, the Spontaneous actions of 
flag burning, graffiti, barricades, & 
Pitched battles, were an important express- 
Tonof frustration & anger, encouraging 
more solidarity & militancy. Some of the 
Physical signs of the actions lasted much 
longer than the demo itself. Maybe it's 
also worth remembering that police are 
only the defenders of capitalism, & that 
sometimes to direct all actions agaisnt 
them is to forget the actual structures 
of capitalism, ie; banks, corporations etc. 
If the police exist to protect property, 
then they did a good job in Toronto! Des- 

„pite this several thousand dollars in 
Property damage did occur, in the form of 
1 & city prop- 

erty burned etc. 


Police were able to identify people who 
carried out actions by their conspicuous 


The demonstrators in front of the U.S. 
consulate had escaped from the small area 
surrounded by metal barricades and moved 
across the street to a war monument. Pol- 
ice on horseback walked into the crowd 
while flags burnt and we screamed. Cops 
on foot began pushing people around and 
threatening with drawn billy clubs.A11 
of a Sudden everybody started running aw- 
ay through a parking lot in one burst of 


clothing 8/or hair. Things. that could be screaming rebellion, running over cars 


done to avoid this would be to take a 
change of shirt or reversible Jacket, & 


_ often just swapping clothes could help 


confuse cops. Again, the ‘black block' 
idea, with many people wearing masks & 
similiar coloured clothing, reduces the 
risk of identification. 

For those Who, for various reasons, 
did not want to take part in actions, a 
bag of quarters for bogus telephone 
calls to police would divert police re- 
sources, & give conflicting information'' 
to the police central command, as would 
captured police radios. 

Before going to a demo it's important 
to consider the expected level of milit- 
ancy or violence (instigated by either 
side). It's also important to consider 
the context of the demo. This is best 
done in small affinity groups to dis- 
cuss possible actions to be taken as 
affinity groups, to discuss the implic- 
ations their actions may have on the demo, 
and to consider possible actions in 
response to situations that may develop 
(more police than expected, police att- 
ack, & divisive elements with-in the 
demo). 

Remember to take the equipment you 


may need, for example; sling-shots, 


paint/stink/smoke-bombs, missiles , masks, 
gloves, rope, etching fluid, the list is 
endless, be adventurous! 


Some questions we need to ask are; 
In Toronto, would. it have been wise to tak 
take positive action against main-stream 
media people? Would wide-spread property 
damage at the demo have made it more succ- 
esful?(police reaction, during & after, 
public opinion, & support from Protesters )- 


What was the real purpose of the demo? To 
protest against the shooting down of the 
Iranian air-liner, to have an Anarchist 
protest, or because there were a- few hund= 
red Anarchists laying about? Would an 
actual riot have been desirable or poss- 
ible?

and tossing construction barriers into the 
street blocking traffic. The cops were in 
hot pursuit along with what seemed like 
hundreds of journalists (a journalist to- 
Id me that half of them were cops). The 
big turning point in the energy for me 
came when three cops wrestled a man to 

the ground and began beating and kicking 
him. Immediately about twenty people beg- 
an pushing, kicking, punching and throwing 
objects at these 3 cops (I saw a walkie- 


talkie hit one surprised pig in the balls). 


We un-arrested someone! Yahoo ! 

The look on the cops faces was one of 
bewilderment and fear. They did not have 
control of this one.A little further on 
the crowd engaged the police in a court- 
yard area surrounded by trees. Mounted 
cops swung their clubs at whoever they 
could. They were grabbing people by the 
hair and dragging them to the arms of ar- 
resting officers. Cops on foot were bru- 
tally arresting people, smashing, tackl- 
ing them to the ground, pushing their 
faces into the cement. Here and there th- 
ey would be jumped on by demonstrators 
who would fight them off. I watched a 
mounted cops expression change as he was 
hit square in the face by a handful of 


_.fresh horse shit! Great shat! 


I had this running conflict in my head 
about whether or not to up the odds. There 
were pieces of wood and stone around that 
would have made good missiles, but I was 
hyper aware that there was a real lack of 
cohesion on the part of the demonstrators. 
Talk about an adrenalin rush! Some were 
running, many were shouting, and a few 
were fighting. The cops had effectively 
split us up amidst the confusion it was 
impossible to know what would happen next. 
It was a melee with the crowd and copsfi- 
ghting everywhere . 

Clearly the police knew they didn't ha- 
ve contro] of this one. They wanted us to 
disperse so they concentrated on attack- 
ing dense groups of us which dispersed 
and fought them from all sides. They were 
as confused as we were. Again the crowd 
broke and ran toward Queen St and the 
Eaton's Centre.

everyday violence 


Day of Action, Toronto Anarchist Gathering, July '88 


It was here that things became really 
rough. The street was crowded with office 
workers on lunch break watching this spe- 
ctacle unfold. The police had become desp- 
erate to quell the rampage and we were a- 
ttacked with increased brutality. People 
Were tackled into bike stands, pushed do- 
wn onto the street into traffic, punched 
clubbed, kicked and one man was tackled 
into a plate glass window, which smashed 
but-Tuckily didn't come down on his neck: 
All manner of missiles were tossed at the 
men in blue. I heard onlookers screaming 
for us to get the cops, others for the 
cops to kill us. 

The intensity of this attack effectiv- 
ely split us into two groups which rejoi- 
ned a bit later but it had taken the wind 
out of our sails. They still couldn't co- 
ntrol where we went though and we headed 
off to Queens Park to regroup but realis- 
ed that was a mistake, given our dwindii- 
ng numbers and the ever increasing number 
of dicks in uniforms that were starting 
to surround us. So we decided to head for 
a busy streets to disperse. It was over. 
But many people were arrested (26 I think 
) and others were injured. 


Radio reports immediately following 
the action said nine people were hospita- 
lized, including three cops and two of th- 
em seriously injured. They said one cop 
had serious spinal injuries. Next day in 
the papers we found out that two cops wi- 
th serious injuries were released from 
the hospital within half an hour. Hah! 

Then something started happening. Some- 
thing I should have expected. I started 
running into people, some who'd been at 
the gathering, others who hadn't who said 
they felt that it was wrong to battle wi- 
th the police, that there were provocat- 
eurs in the crowd, (probably were!). That 
it was irresponsible. That it was unnec=- 
essarily violent. That it showed Rambo- 
like tendencies. That we alienated the 
public from our ideas. That we instigated 
the violence....... Shit! 

None of these people had been at the ac- 
tion. None of them had supported those 
that had been arrested . I can't say that 


I understand the reason for people feeli- - 


ng so threatened when others get into vi- 
olent situations. But it really pisses 
me off! , 

Most of the people at the gathering were 
white and middle-class. The sector of our 
society that least feels the violence of 
the police and others-on-a day to day le- 
vel. But this violence goes on every hour 


of every day. con't page 21 
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AN INTERVIEW 
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Kairn Mladenovic: POWER was founded in 1982 by 
Marie Arrington who was in another group before 
= that called ASP (Alliance for the Safety of 
Prostitutes). That was started because her and 
another womyn worked at: the rare crisis centre, 
Rape Relief. Alot of wimmin would call in but 
wouldn't come in for appointments. They wouldn't 
give their names because of all the things that 
are associated with being a prostitute. You know 
you can put down that you're a prostitute and 
it's perfectly legal. You can file your taxes 
that way! It's not illegal to be a prostitute. 
‘It's illegal to solicite or accept the money. 
And so they started going on the stroll talk- 
ing with wimmin and as a result of a trip to 
Santa Cruz they decided to put out a bad trick 
sheet. 


No Picnic: That was going on down there? 


Kairn: They were doing that with rapists. They'd 
put it on posts all over the city. They'd pass 
out flyers with his description, blah, blah, 
blah. So when Marie came back she started talk- 
ing with the wimmin on the street and they de- 
cided, yeah, that was a great idea! So now they 
put his liscence plate number on it, what he 
did, what he looks like, what part of town he's 
from, his name if we've got it..... basically 
any information. If we know where he works we'll 
put that on it. We've been known to mail a sheet 
to his employer if he's been using a company 
car. It sets up some kind of accountability. 
‘One of the papers, the Star, publishes it for 
free for us. It just lets wimmin know who these 
men are, so, you know, it has saved wimmin. But 
unfortunately the police don't care a whole lot. 
They don't investigate bad dates. Alot of the 
beat cops won't even take the report of a rape.

NP: That goes for wimmin that aren't prostitutes 
as well. 


Kairn: Not..... not to the same degree, right, 
if she was a womyn from Shaughnessy she'd get 
action. If she was a womyn of colour she'd get 
alot less action. If she was a prostitute, bas- 
ically she'd get no action, and if she's a wo- 
myn of colour and a prostitute she doesn't stand 
a chance. The myth is that you can't rape a 
prostitute, right, it's part of the job, And 
that's a crock of shit because nobody says, hey 
I'm out here for you to abuse me! They're out 
there to make a living! 

Ore of the Cops. ..... a womyn tried to re- 
port a bad date downtown and he asked her if 
she was going home. She said no because she 
needed to make some more money. She's a single 
mom. And the cop said,"Oh, I guess he didn't 
do a good enough job." 

After Lisa Gavin was murdered they took her 
picture on Broadway and showed it to, the wimmin 
on the street. The picture was of her wearing 
a little top. Dead. You know, beaten and muti- 
lated. And that's a scare tactic. I mean they're 
saying to wimmin that this could happen to you. 
It didn't serve any purpose in the investiga- 
tion. They were questioning her "lifestyle" and 
not the "lifestyle" of these men who are murd- 
ering wimmin. 


Alot of the beat cops won't even 
take the report of a rape 


Now this brings it up to 26 wimmin, and out 
of 26 wimmin only two murders have been solved 
and this is since February of 1985. Those are 
wimmin from BC. They're all tiny wimmin. They're 

l mostly wimmin with dark hair. And.... basically 
wimmin who can't fight back. 


NP: So wimmin that men see as being physically 
` vulnerable? 


Kairn: I think they see all wimmin as physic- 
ally vulnerable. It's the ones that are iso- 
lated and they(men) know that they're not going 
to have any problems at all. I think it's a 
conscious decision for men to go out there and 
murder someone. It's not an accident!

NP: So after they started handing out bad trick 
sheets as ASP, what was the development of it? 


Kairn: The trick sheets were going out for a 
couple of years then the two wimmin split up 

the group. Then Marie and some of the wimmin 

on the street decided on the name POWER because 
they wanted to represent more wimmin and pros- 
titutes working together for equal rights. 
There's a saying,” It's not the womyn was being 
treated like a prostitute, it's that prostitutes 
get treated like wimmin." 


"It's not the womyn was being 
treated like a prostitute, it's 
that prostitutes get treated 
like wimmin.” 


We've gone out and done public education. 
We've spoken to church groups, at universities, 
to sociology classes, to youth workers, to 
probation officers. Basically educating them 
about why kids are on the street, why wimmin 
are on the street. That making laws isn't going 
to make it any better for wimmin. That arresting 
johns isn't going to make it any better for 
wimmin. That wimmin are going to have to start 
getting services that are viable, like getting 
childcare, and welfare has to be brought up to 
at least the poverty line. Nobody I know can 
make it on $375 a month(welfare rate). It's 
really impossible unless you'r A i 
place with four other people. Even then there 
aren't enough places to rent. 


NP: What did Bill C-49 do to the rights of 
prostitutes, the legality of their situation 
and also their day to day existence? 


Kairn: It didn't change the rights of prosti- 
tutes. It just targetted prostitutes more. 
Under Bill C-49, communicating for the purpose 
of prostitution is illegal. Basically, now all 
you have to do is nod. 


NP: What was it before? 


Kairn: You had to be consistent and persitent. 
Which meant you had to actually ask someone for 
"X' amount of dollars for whatever services and 
hassle them basically. Now all 
you have to do is agree. Someone comes up to 
you and says "a hundred bucks” and you say 
"yes" you're guilty. A public place is now a 
moving car. If you're standing on a street cor- 
ner you're soliciting for the purpose. It's 
just made it more difficult for wimmin to work, 
it spread wimmin in Vancouver all over. There 
used to be one stroll in Vancouver, now all of 
Vancouver is a stroll. When they started giving 
wimmin area restrictions, the wimmin couldn't 


- go through that area in a car. They wait for 


a bus if that's where the busses changed. If 
she lived there she had to get friends to move 
her out of that area.

PROSTITUTES AND OTHER WOMEN FOR EQUAL RIGHTS 


And now it's really difficult. When I was 
working there used to be five of us that worked 
the corner, pretty much every night. And then 
there was two or three other wimmin that worked 
as well, once in a while, maybe a couple days 
a week or something. And we'd all take an oc- 
caisional night off, different evenings. So it 
was easier to watch out for each other. Now two 
of you can't work together. You can't keep an 
eye on each other. 


NP: And that's all because of police harrassment? 


Kairn: Yeah, definately. They tell you to leave. 
They'll sit and watch you for 24 hours. They 
have all this manpower to harrass prostitutes, 
but they're not interested in solving the mur- 
ders of prostitutes. 


NP: Do they use undercover cops to set wimmin up? 


Kairn: Uh huh! Oh yeah! They have a quota of 
how many wimmin they have to bust in an evening. 
And now Victoria and Vancouver haye started an 
exchange program. Victoria vice-cops come here 
to bust wimmin, and Vancouver vice goes there 
to bust wimmin, so they're not as familiar. 
And they change their looks. 4 

With all the harrassment you don't have time 
to stop and think anymore. You have to jump-in 
the car right away now, whereas before you coyld 
talk to them through the window for a minute 
and assess if he's a cop, if he's a bad date. 
You could look around to.see if there's any 
weapons in the car before you jumped in and 
you don't have that option anymore. You're be- 
ing targetted by the police. You're being tar- 
getted by the vigilante groups because basi- 
cally they've been given permission through 
C-49 and through the police department. They 
chase wimmin. They've hit wimmin with 2x4s 
nails in them. They throw things at wimmin. ba! 
They are vigilantes. They told them that Tf 
they didn't get out of there they'd go to the 
school where her kid goes and tell them that 
she's a prostitute. These are all all nice y 
Christian people by the way. Heh heh! Wimmin 
are getting jail time now through C-49. 


They've hit wimmin with 2x4s 
with nails in them. They throw 
things at wimmin.... These are 
all nice Christian people.... 


NP: You've said that judges will assume that 

a poor womyn or a womyn of colour will not have 
the money to pay a fine and so will just give 
her a prison sentence. 


Kairn: Well, the guidlines are really vague. 
Not that there should be any guidlines at all 
because prostitution should become decriminal= 
ized. The judges decide whether she can afford 
to pay a fine or whether she gets jail time. 
Poor wimmin or wimmin of colour will get jail 
time, whereas if you go in looking sweet, inn- 
ocent and white you'll get less. You'll get a 
$25 fine. Some of the judges really hate hook- 
ers. It just depends, sometimes it's a condi- 
tional discharge, sometimes it's a unconditional 
discharge, or up to six months in jail. Usually 
the first or second time she won't get jail. 
Like now wimmin are starting to go to court on 
their sixth, seventh, eighth offense and those 
are the wimmin that are getting time. You know, 
that are getting major time and I don't think 
that it's solving anything. If they used half 
the money they used on the police force for 

just charging wimmin, to actually making wim- 
min's lives better, I think they'd be getting 
way further ahead. We need a safe house. We 
need...... we need alot of stuff. I'd love to 

be able to have a house for kids and wimmin, 
where they can stay for a few days free so they 
can just get their shit together, figure out 
where their resources are, wait a day or two o 
to get a cheque, to get moved to wherever they (2 
need to get-moved to. It's Saturday night, 


œ. 
heaven forbid if you're a kid and you're in 


crisis in this city because nothings -open. 
Street youth services is closed, sorry, wait 
till Monday. Their hours are till midnight 
three days a week, but it's not enough. 

Alot of politicians have built their cam- 
paigns on targetting hookers. You know who 
would have heard of Gordon Price (Vancouver 
Alderman) unless he was targetting prostitutes? 
And he was a big part of the West End fight. 
Everybody wants them chased around. Now they're 
hitchhiking on highways as well as hitching 
on Broadway, Kingsway, New West.... any part 
of town and nobody's there to see the car that 
she gets into. 

The majority of wimmin at Lakeside(wimmin's 
prison on the grounds of Oakalla in Burnaby) 
are in for soliciting related charges. I-think 
it's as high as 70% and it's mostly poor wimmin 
who have to do time. 

You're thrown in jail, then you come out 
with nothing and where do you go? You go to 
the street. They just make it harder for wimmin 
to survive. Wimmin are threatened with having 
their kids taken away, threatened with jail 
and are going to jail and they still come back 
to work. That's because they need money. They 
(the cops and others) aren't solving the prob- 
lem, they're just being a part of it. So she 
comes out and she has to live in a hotel for 
awhile and hotels are expensive. You have to 
pay $40 or $50 a night. So you have to out 
every night to work. And some nights you don't 
make any money so you figure you have to be a 
couple of days ahead on your rent. It's just 
Outrageous! It's a pit! 

Most wimmin start working because of poverty. 
It has absolutely nothing to do with sexuality 
at all. It's a job. The average amount of time 
you spend with a trick is about 2 to 5 minutes 
actually having sex. You may have a little bit 
of conversation, but not alot. He's not paying 
for that. 

We've been targetted for AIDS as well, where 
we've been practicing safe sex for the last 15 
years. Everybody uses condoms. And all the wim- 
min that have tested positive in BC have been 
IV drug users, with the exception of one stra- 
ight womyn and she got it from a live-in boy- 
friend who wasn't very honest about who he was 
“sleeping around with. 

This is not the fault of prostitutes. We're 
very careful. We're the second safest category 
of wimmin, lesbians being the safest and us 
second. We know how to ask a man to put a con- 
dom on whether he wants to or not. Men are 
still coming out and willing to pay an extra 
one or two or three hundred dollars to not wear 


a condom and wimmin are telling themywhere to 


go. We say no, $300 isn't worth my taking a 
chance, So wimmin insist on condoms. 


.+... 877 men raped prostitutes 
last year..... These are all men 
that drive nice cars, have nice 
jobs, have nice homes, nice fam- 
ilies and they decide they can 
do this. 


Alot of the kids when they first get out 
there, alot of them have run away because of 
abuse at home. They come to the city because 
there's no services offered in alot of small 
places and if there are services, everybody 
knows everybody and it's hard for them to be- 
lieve that Daddy's been sexually assaulting her 
for years or that he's been beating on her or 
him. So the kids run here and when they arrive 
they find out there's nothing here for them. 
The only way they're gonna survive is to work. 
There's no safe house for kids to go to. It 
takes 3 or 4 days to get into a group home, 
well what do you do for those 3 or 4 days when 
you haven't eaten, you haven't slept? Somebody 
comes up to you and says “a hundred bucks" 
you're gonna go for it. And kids make more money 
than adults do. There are men out there that 
will pay adult wimmin 3, 4, 5, 6, or 7 hundred 
dollars to find them a 12 year old that's a 
virgin. And wimmin refuse to do this. They 
scream at this man. They tell him what a pig 
he is. And they'll pull over a cop and say, 
"Hey watch this guy, This is his plate #." And 
the.cop says,"What? Are you afraid of the com= 
petition?" Sixty percent of the wimmin on the 
street are single moms. They don't want their 
kids out there, not at twelve years old. And 
they definately don't want anyone elses kids 
out there. They know what it's like. Nobody can 
tell me prostitution is dangerous, thank-you, 

I know it is. This is the third womyn that has 
been murdered that I have known quite well. The 
rest of the wimmin I've known casually, said 
hi, gave them condoms, bad-trick sheets, asked 
how things were going. Nobody can justify that 
for me, why they have to die. Because they're 
poor. Because they refuse to work for 4 dollars 
an hour and probably have to put out for their 
boss. 


NP: So you're saying.... what I understand is 
that the position of the police is one of total 
non-cooperation. In fact they are doing every- 
thing they can to criminalize it as much as 
possible? 

Kairn: I don't know if that's the opinion of 
most police. I think that alot of them are pis- 
sed-off that they have to waste their time 
doing that when there's real crimes going on, 
but it's still a part of their job. They're 
told that this is what they have to do. There 
are cops out there that there job is nothing 
more than harrassing prostitutes. Like they 
have to take their pictures Even though it's 
illegal, if you say I don't want my picture 
taken, they'll sit beside you all night. They'll 
tell other people that as long as you're out 
ther nobody works. You don't want to screw 
everybody else up so you submit to having your 
picture taken. And you fill out an ID card. You 
fill out your name, your age, where you live, 
what you specialize in, what you charge for it, 
what hours you work and where you work. 


NP: Is this after you've been charged? 


Kairn: No! You don't have to be charged at all! 
This while you're standing on the corner, they 
come out and they have their little polaroid 
camera with them and they take your picture 
right on the corner. They ask for two. One of 
you smiling and one with a straight face. It's 
done for two reasons. One, so they can identify 
wimmin when they're found and the other is that

they can identify wimmin when they bust them. 
Often the question of identification comes up 
incourt. If he's got a picture of her he can 
refresh his memory before he goes to court so 
he can positively indentify her as having been 
the person in question. 


NP: How are the police dealing with these murders? 


Kairn: I don't think they're dealing with them. 
They're investigating her lifestyle, which is 
very normal. Anytime a womyn is raped they in- 
vestigate what she has done wrong. Like what 
she was wearing, what time of the night she was 
out, to somehow put the blame on her, rather 
than investigating who is doing this to wimmin. 
Start taking the bad trick sheet seriously! 
Wimmin will report to us rather than the police 
because they don't trust the police and also 
because they'ye been screwed around by the po- 
lice. The cops don't have to take your report. 
It's been three years, only two murders have 
been solved. That's not okay! It's time they 
Started taking our lives Seriously. Whether or 
not we're breaking the law has nothing to do 
with it. Somebody is out there murdering wimmin 
and they give the impression that it's only one 
man that's doing this, or that it's only one 
man that goes out there and rapes prostitutes. 
From our stats, 877 men raped prostitutes last 
year. There were 877 different men. And 76% of 
those men were white males between the ages of 
25 and 35. So it dispells the myths of who is 
doing the violence. These are all men that drive 
nice cars, have nice jobs, have nice homes, 
nice families and decide they can do this. 


NP: What's the typical trick? 


Kairn: Male. That's about the only thing they 
have in common. They're rich. They're poor. 

One thing I can tell you, the more money and 
power he has, the kinkier sex he wants to buy. 
The men who make our laws are also the men who 
want to be pissed-on privately. Seriously. 

There was a study done in England by the wimmin 
working and they talked about his economic back- 
ground, his position, what kind of job he had... 
-...and the more money and power he had, the 
wierder. They were the ones who wanted to be 
dominated and alot of things that most wimmin 
will not consent to doing. 

Tricks aren't the problem. Your basic date 
is a man that knows exactly what he wants, is 
willing to pay for it, is quiet, and basically 
you go ahead, you do what you do. It's a busi- 
hess transaction. That's it. I think it's a 
mistake to confuse tricks with violent men. 

You wouldn't say all husbands batter. Not all 
tricks are violent. And being a trick is not 
the problem. It would be nice if there was no 
prostitution. But prostitution all across the 
board. Where wimmin wouldn't have to grovel 

for childcare. Where was training programmes 
for wimmin and for men that were decent. Now 

if you're on welfare and you want to get up- 
grading you can only get up to grade ten. That's 
all the ministry(of Human Resources) will allow 
you to get. All the training programmes...... 
not one of them when you finish will pay more 
than $7 an hour. So they want to keep you liv- 
ing in poverty. 


NP: Why do you think men pay for prostitutes? 


Kairn: Dangerous! Ask tricks why they pay for 
wimmin. I don't think I can speak for men why 
they buy sex. You'd have to ask men that. I: 
know why wimmin sell sex. I don't know why men 
buy it. It's been speculated, and I've read 

this from feminists, that a man can get his 
fantasies fulfilled by a prostitute, which is 
crap! You know they don't get to kiss. That's 

a no no. It's not personal. It's very technical. 


NP: Is it an act of domination? 


Kairn: Only if he asks for it. You mean are men 
trying to dominate wimmin by buying this time? 
I don't think so, if that's what you're asking. 
I think men have more economic power than wim- 
min do. We still make -54 cents on the dollar 
that men make. So it gives men more economic

power to purchase sex. And it's men who place 
this economic value on our crotches. I mean 
what's the difference if you're selling sex or 
if you're doing another job where you break 
your back? I value all parts of my body. Most 
wimmin do. It becomes horrifying because it's 
sex that you're selling. It's like, Oh! Bad 
person: Have you no morals? Doesn't it screw 

up your sexuality? It must have been because 
you were sexually abused. I had one womyn say 
to me..... she had the nerve to say to me after 
we did an exposure to her,"Well none of these 
wimmin were sick and deranged." Well I wanted 
to give her sick and deranged, you know! I am 
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“one of those wimmin. It's somehow... if they 


can make us less human, and this goes for wim- 
min and men, then that justifies the way we're 
treated. It justifies our working conditions. 
It justifies our children being taken away from 
us. And that whole attitude has to change. Wim- 
min are there because of poverty. 


NP: I've heard that prostitutes see themselves 
as just being the most graphic example of a 
social phenomenon that exists between men and 
wimmin. A prostitute is handed money for sex, 
while men and wimmin do much the same thing in 
many different ways. 


I don't know how honest men are 
about their sexuality. Men are 


buying sex in alot of different 
ways. 


Kairn: Yeah, that's sexism. 1 think it's more 
honest with prostitutes. It's more clear about 
what he's getting and what he can expect. He 
doesn't get his laundry done. Heh, heh: I think 
that bothers people too because you're being 
very honest, you're saying I'm doing this only 
for the money. I think you're alot truer to 
yourself in a sense. Secretaries are being 
asked to wear high,heels and dresses to work 

so they look good for the office. Well it's 

the same thing for prodtitutes. I think all 
wimmin are targetted but once you cross over 
the line and use it to your advantage, you de- 
cide what your time is worth and what your 
limitations are, that's where the problem comes 
in. 'Cause you have alot of control. You can 
say no to what you don't want to do. You decide 
your working hours, if you're going to work 3 
hours or 20 hours. And it's a job. It's not 
that big of a deal. 


NP: What's the breakdown on the number of wim- 
min working inside and those outside? 


Kairn: Street prostitution in large cities rep- 
1 sents about 10% of the sex trade in that city. 
Six trade being massage parlours, ads from the 
paper, etc. Here there's about 3 to 400 I'd say. 
T at includes wimmin and transexuals. 


Ni: So there's approximately 3,00 plus, working 
ii Vancouver in the sex trade?

NP: How do you feel the feminist community at 
large deals with the situation of prostitutes? 


Kairn: I would say the working class feminists 
and the more radical feminists that work with 
poor wimmin are faced with dealing with pros- 
titutes all the time..... they're better than 
most groups. What pisses me off is when white 
middle-class feminists start writing about our 
‘lives without any accountability to us or with- 
out any direction from us. It's based on assum— 
ption and it's not made really clear that it's 
based on assumption. That makes me really angry! 
Why don't they provide us with a place where 

we can write, where we can use typewriters? 
Some groups do. It's outrageous that in Van- 
couver there is only one transition house that 
will let prostitutes stay there and that's 
Vancouver Rape Relief and Women's shelter. The 
others won't deal with prostitutes in the same 
way. Sometimes they will not let prostitues 
stay there. When I lived in Ontario I lived in 
a transition house because I'd left an abusive 
situation, blah, blah, blah, and I had to leave 
because I did not fit their mandate. I think 
that's outrageous. At Rape Relief they will 
take on the fights with the other wimmin in 

the house. That makes it safer for prostitutes. 
It doesn't leave any womyn isolated and that's 
really important. I don't think I have to deal 
with comments like, "I thought all prostitutes 
were sick and deranged and they're all sex- 
maniacs, blah, blah." I think it's important — 
for other wimmin to deal with that. To say t

NP: You mentioned earlier that Megan Ellis had 
written something.. ... 


Kairn: She wrote this paper called, 'Pros 
Reflextions on Demand'. She's a lawyer who's 
on the board of WAVAW(Women Against Violence i 
Against Women) who doesn't do any base work, 
which I find.... difficult.

I can take 
responsibility even though I try hard not to 
make those mistakes. But I certainly can't ~~ 
write what it's like to be a womyn of colour. 
I think that's what some white mainstream fem- 
inists have done.

Friday night, September 16, 1988. It prob- 
ably rained harder that night than it had 

on any other night in Vancouver. 150 women, 
wet and rarin' to go took 5 lanes of East 
Hastings (a main street) as our answer to 
men's attacks on women. We had control of 
East Hastings for over an hour. The safe- 

ty women kept the police from hassling the 
women and held off all the angry men in cars. 


We hooted, hollered, sang and cheered every 
time the lightning struck or the flares 
would shoot up over the crowd. 


After the march we invited women to the 
Hastings community centre to wring out our 
socks, have coffee, pick up our kids, la- 
ugh together and talk about our success.

tables set up with posters pamphlets, but- 
tons and information on the latest femin- 
ist activities in our city. 


We never did get to hear Bonnie's speech 
that night because we had to pack away the 
rented sound system (which would have bla- 


sted for blocks) because of the torrential 


downpour. 


We are publishing her speech here so that 
women who were there can finally here it; 
and to publicly mark a great 10th Take 
Back The Night in Vancouver. Well done 
women! !

SEPTEMBER 16, 1988 


Ten years ago tonight I was watching 
the TV late news in a motel room in Kam- 
loops. I was moving to Vancouver from Cal- 
gary - bored and frustrated and determined; 
I thought I was ready for the big time fem- 
inists and the big time actions. I believed 
that these were only somewhere else — not 
where I lived - and for us in the west that 
meant Vancouver. 

The flaming effigy of a man with 'rap- 
ist' written across his chest was the op- 
ening shot on the news that night. It cer- 
tainly got my attention. Men were shouting 
in the background - women were shouting 
back, motorcycle police were everywhere. 
The cameramen were clearly threatened as 
I heard them shouting, then the camera 
bounced and the picture swayed. Rain was 
pouring down as women dressed as witches 
were taking over what looked like a West 
End street. So this was the big time. I 
nearly headed back to Calgary! How could 
I be as bold and outrageous as they were! 
Some of the women from the 'Fly By Night 
Collective’ who organized that first Van- 
couver Take Back The Night are here tonight 
and I am here tonight to thank you. You 
were bold, you were outrageous and you made 
sure that lots of women saw you doing it, 
including me. Well I kept on coming to 
Vancouver and I knew I would have to at 
least match you. 


And now there have been ten years of 
Take Back The Night in Vancouver. Each year 
it has been the direct action of taking 
over specifically chosen streets - and we 
have been seen doing it — propaganda of 
the deed. Rape Relief and Women's Shelter 
has organized this action 8 of the last 
years. A different group of women making 
up the collective each year - tonight I 
salute all of you. You were bold enough 
to turn down a parade permit — outrageous 
enough to call women for the first time 
without guarantee of what would happen — 
bold enough to count on each other to keep 
‘us all safe - brave enough to name the or- 
ganization and publicize the number. 

Over the ten years women have chosen 
different neighbourhoods in which to take 
to the street. In 1981 we marched through 
New Westminister. The mothers and sisters 
and women neighbours of kids who had been 
assaulted and murdered by Clifford Olsen 
walked with us. Those women faced their 
own grief and rage as well as the disap- 
proval of some neighbours who called the 
protest an undignified and inappropriate 
mourning. But they came anyway and they 
didn't think they were undignified or in- 
appropriate. Some are here this evening 
and I salute you for your boldness. 

1984, Main Street, Vancouver - the plate 
glass window of Red Hot Video creaked and 
goaned as women hammered on and stickered 
it - menacing we were. Oh, it's still there 
all right, but the plate glass window is 
gone looking now like the sleazy fortress 
that it is. And the surveillance camera 
is still watching because they know the 
Wimmin's Fire Brigade is everywhere! 

1988, here on East Hastings and later 
tonight up around the Kootenay Bus Loop. 
Women have told us to watch out for at 
least one man - white, twenty, brown curly 
hair, 5'9", sober, calculating. We know 
to look for him although his description 
fits many men and so does his behavior be- 
cause women have not kept quiet! 

In January this year a 13 year old girl 
was walking in the early evening. A white 
adult male grabbed her and was about to 
rip off her jeans. She heard the sound of 
a car and yelled out "Just in time - it's 
my sister". In the moment he took to ass- 
ess the situation she was off and running 
the the alley and backyards and safe from 
him. I salute that young woman and the 
woman in the car who wasn't her sister and 
was her sister. 

In March, two 12 year old girls were 
in their washroom at Nightingale Elemen- 
tary School on Guelph in Vancouver. It was 
the middle of a class which is the best 
time to go to the washroom with your friend. 
A white adult male appeared in the bathroom 
and barred their exit. He expected teachers 
and kids to be in classes and that the 
young girls in there would be alone and 
terrified. Well, they yelled, they shouted 


they turned on the water and banged the 
toilet lid and pounded the walls of the 
cubicle causing such a storm that he took 
off. I salute them tonight. 

In Edmonton, David Berg wielding a knife 
lunged at a woman unknown to him. Her res- 
ponse was to sink her teeth into his thumb 
and hang on. He struggles, he struggled 
biting off a piece of his thumb - in shock 
and bleeding he fled. The piece of thumb 
she presented to police was just large en- 
ough to get a print from. David Berg did 
not attack with impunity. I salute her 
tonight. 

Walking Granville mall in June, a young 
Vancouver woman spotted the man who had 
attacked and confined her 3 months earlier. 
Instantly she identified him and exposed 
him to everyone on the street. Two people 
with her held on to the stunned man and 
she kept hollering - the whole mall knew 
what this man had done to her. Bravo to 
her tonight. 

As the after dinner speaker to a large 
gathering, Flo Kennedy (an American fem- 
inist) had just completed a graphically 
descriptive speech on the condition of 
women. The audience was clearly moved and 
unsettled. As the chairwoman was thanking 
her, a male member of the audience inter- 
upted the chair (as men will) wanting to 
know if there would be time for a rebuttal 
of Flo's remarks.

Whe) I was a young catholic boy of 
thirteen I fell in love with a boy in my 
school class. Hewas a gen tle and happy 
person. We used to pull our desks close 
together to help each other with our ass- 
begnments. I remember feeling tickled 
everytime he lowered his voice and spoke 
lose to my ear. This sensation, of being 
aressed by someone's voice has been with 
me ever since. In class I used to ask him 


questions just so he'd have to whisper to 
me. 


Rather than having the best of both . 
worlds, as some straights and gays be- 
lieve we have, we actually get mixed 
signals from both groups. For instance, « 
bisexuals often experience the same 
discrimination and prejudices from 
straights as do gays and lesbians. Fur- 
thermore, straights want us to admit 
that we are straight, and gays often 
want us to admit that we are gay. Be- 
cause of this, many of us retreat into 
an integrated lifestyle within one of the 
official sexual communitiesí a word by 
the way, that has practically lost any 
significance or meaning), rather than 
assert our own identity as bisexuals, I 
tend to question this dichotomous inter- 
pretation of human sexuality, i.e. 

either you are gay or straight. In fact I 
I find this polarity only serves an un- 
liberated society. As a bisexual, the 
accepted notion that there are only two 
sexualities, hetero or homo, is person- 
ally oppressive. In a recent articie on 
bisexuality in a local student paper, 
Melinda Wittstock reasons: "...the po- 
litical and cultural necessity of exclu- 
sive homosexual identification, for the 
sake of gay and lesbian Visibility in a 
society where heterosexuality is virtua- 
lly compulsory, has polarized human sex- 
uality." For instance at a woman's sex- 
uality conference in Toronto just over a 
a year ago, she relates how many women 
alked about the pressures put on bi- g 
sexuals (women) to choose between either 
a strictly lesbian or straight lifestyle," 
She speculQ@tes that within the lesbian 
movement there is yet very little secu- 
rity and not enough outside suoport, this 
reality combined with extreme pressure 
from heterosexual society to become 
'straight', makes bisexuality appear 
threatening. She then quotes a woman who 
states that being active in some feminist 
and sexual liberation circles can be ex- 
ceptionally difficult for bisexuals as 
some lesbians see them as opting for a 
male-dominated society and the patriarchy 
whenever they sleep with men. Some women 
feel they are being threatened with ex- 


One afternoon he asked if I'd like 
to sleep over at his house. " Of course", 
I-said, I loved to spend time with him, 
Later that night his parents asked if 
we'd mind sharing a large bed.

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In recent weeks the indigenous people of 
northern Quebec and Labrador have interrup- 
ted test flights at the military base in 
Goose Bay, Labrador. 

The Innu protests center around NATO 
flight-training activities in the Goose 
Bay region. In addition, the Innu are try- 
to halt the constuction of a proposed NATO 
Tactical Fighter Weapons Training Center. 
The NATO base, if approved, will be one of 
the biggest developments in northern Canada 
since the early 50's and will bring hundr- 
eds of fighter jets into Innu territory. 

The Labrador testing ranges cover two a 
areas , roughly one hundred thousand sq. 
kilometers, directly over the traditional 
territory of the innu. These areas were 
chosen by the military, because they con- 
sider the land uninhabited. 

But in fact their are nearly ten thous- 
and Innu living in the forests and tundra 
in the interior of the Quebec / Labrador 
region. They have pursued a traditional way 
of life there for thousands of years. 


For Over Three decades the Innu have prot- 
ested the ever increasing state and milit- 
ary intrusion on their land. 


The most recent wave of protests began 
on September 11th, when several Innu and 
a priest set up camp on one of the testing 
ranges about 100 kilometers south of Goose 
Bay. Two days later, on September 13th, 
the camp was buzzed repeatedly by several 
fighter planes flying as low as 15 feet ov- 
er the camp. Despite this harrassment, the 
protesters remained. 

On Sept. 15th, over 150 Innu, including 
children and elders, entered the base at 
Goose Bay. They were immediately encircled 
with water cannons and RCMP officers. 

Four Innu were singled out as "leaders" and 
and arrested on charges of mischief. A11 
present were photographed and 1.D.ed while 
under the impression that they were being 
taken to meet with a visiting NATO sutvey 
team. Once the Innu realized the decept- 
jon they threatened hunger strikes and 
further actions unless they were allowed 
to meet with the NATO Officials. 

~ Qn Sept, 22nd, nearly 200 Innu entered 
the base and occupied the largest runway, 
conducting a sit down strike for two hours 
until 82 were arrested, again on mischief 
charges, including the four who had been 
arrested on Sept. 15th. They were taken 

to an arena 7km. away, in Happy Valley 
for processing. Upon their release, they 
returned to the base and set up a camp 
outside the base fence. 

On Sept. 27th, three hundred Innu broke 
through a wooden fence and occupied the sa- 
me runway for three and half hours. Their 
demonstration called for the complete with- 
drawal of all military presence on their 
land. 

The encampments continue with two hund- 
red Innu oufside the base during the day

Carmanah Valley is the location of 
ı Canada's tallest trees, and the worlds' 
tallest Sitka spruces. Facing the open 
Pacific Ocean on the west coast of Van- 
couver Island, here in British Columbia, 
it catches moist sea air which brings 
upwards of 380 cm of annual rainfall. 
Rich alluvial soils, combined with the 
longest growing season in Canada, help 
create one of the most magnificent for- 
ests in North America. All along the 
banks of Carmanah Creek and its flood 
channels there are groves of Sitka 
Spruce. Many of these trees measure 3 
metres in diametre at breast height and 
some are almost as high as a 32 storey 
building. These beautiful trees are 
estimated to be more than 700 years old, 

Macmillan Bloedel (MB), B.C.'s 
largest forest company, has a Tree Farm 
License(#h) that includes the entire 
Carmanah drainage. They had originally 
scheduled to log the valley starting in 
2003, but at the first hint of interest 
in the valley by conservationists and 
ecologists, it bypassed the normal 
public review process and advanced its 
logging plans by 15 years. 

By May of 1988, logging roads had 
reached the edge of the lower Carmanah 
drainage and were surveyed into the 
heart of the valley. Luckily the com- 
bined efforts of several conservatio- 
nist groups has resulted in MB halting 
its road building, at least for now.

They accomplished this by building 8 
kilometres of trails in the mid-section 
of Carmanah Valley and then invited the 
public to visit the spectacular forest. 
The company, which makes more than one 
million dollars per day in profits, 

had hoped that the public would not see 
Carmanah's virgin forest, and had deci- 
ded to quickly clear-cut log the best 
stands of trees there before we folks 
could realize what we were losing. They 
sought an injunction to stop the con- 
servationists trail work but their 
case failed.(This means that now the

According to MB, each of the mass- 
ive spruces are worth $0,000.00 as a 
log on the ground. But what about their 
long-term ecological value? Their in- 
trinsic worth outside the world of ca- 
vital and markets? 

In order to preserve the forests 
on the floodplain the entire watershed 
will have to be protected from the 
effects of clear-cut logging and road 
construction. Equally important is the 
need to maintain naturally function- 
ing eco-systems. These groves are only 

a temporary stage in the life cycle of 

a forest. Over time they will be repla- 
ced with hemlock/amabilis fir forests, 
while new spruce groves develop elsewhere 
within the watershed. 


FEEL LIKE TRASHING IT!) 


This summer about 80 people of the 
Cache Creek area marched onto the town 
centre in protest of the provincial gov- 


Y 
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ernments decision to locate a $20 mill- 
ion toxic waste incinerator in their 


community If the incinerator is built - 
it means that between 27,000 - 250,000 
tonnes of toxic waste would be brought 
there from across British Columbia. 

People of the area want their say be- 
fore the plant is built, and believe 
it will have health and ecological eff- 
ects on the entire region, and as such 
it should be up to the people of the 
whole region who decide on what is or 
isn't going to be built there. 

Dr. Paul Connett - a world author- 
ity on toxic waste incineration gave a 
speech in Ashcroft where he stated the 
whole scientific basis for incineration 
of toxic wastes was based on "one little 
lie" - a gross distortion of experimental 
facts that came up with a conclusion ex- 
actly opposite to the data collected! 
While government and industry have pro- 
moted incineration on the grounds that 
the higher the temperatures the more 
dioxins and furans are destroyed, there 
is in fact no proven relationship between 
the two at all. 

John McNamer a 41 year old rancher of 
the community, speaking with the press 
said "I don't want to raise my children 
under the stack exposing them to furans, 
dioxins and god knows what". Even Jack 
Danielson the spokesperson for B.C. Sp- 
ecial Waste Services, the company end- 
orsed by the government to build and 
operate the facility admits some hazard- 
ous wastes such as cancer causing agents 


would be released . "By definition, if 
your burning carcinogens, some would be 
coming out of the stacks". Going on with 
some double-speak about how the incinera- 
tor will be safe , and will meet and sur- 
pass the new provincial "destruction and 
efficiency" rules. 
The struggle continues: --- 
å Ecomedia 
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remains devoidof all life despite. re- 
peated attempts to ' innoculate' the 
creek with bacteria. So much for the one 
in ten thousand year chance! 

Using these barges would imperil 
the entire Coastline and many of the San 
Juan and Gulf Islands should there be e 
coastline spill while they are en route, 
While a spill closer to home, for ins- 
tance at the off loading facility, could 
decimate the Fraser River Salmon run, 
and menaces other fishes as well. It 
would also threaten the future of the 
fragile Fraser River Estuary/Delta Eco- 
system, as well as the lives of the 
people who live or relax in or near 
these wetlands, for instance those of 
us who currently enjoy the semi-wilder- 
ness of Wreck Beach. 

The point perhaps, is not that we 
should transport Jet Fuel-A in a safer, 
more environmentally sensitive manner, 
but that we shouldn't transport the 
stuff at all, Jet Fuel-A fuels a much 
larger system that should be examined 
very critically by all of us who care 
about the continuation of life. 


WHEEL CHAIR DIRECT ACTION 


In Montreal, dozens of people were ar- 
rested during a series of actions carried 
out by American Disabled for Access to 
Public Transport (ADAPT). The ADAPT memb- 
ers were protesting at the annual conven- 
tion of the American Public Transit Asso- 
ciation (APTA), which was held at the Qu- 
een Elizabeth Hotel. 

Twenty ADAPT members were taken into 
custody when they refused to leave the 
Sheraton Centre, where some APTA delegates 
were staying. The next day, ten more were 
arrested when ADAPT members blocked the 
Camillien-Houde parkway, which runs thr- 
ough Mount Royal in downtown Montreal, 
Preventing APTA delegates from returning 
from a luncheon on the mountain. Another 
ten were arrested later that day when 
they chained their wheelchairs to doors

The Fraser River, in British Col- 
umbia, is one of the worlds' most im- 
portant salmon rivers because it supp- 
orts all five species of salmon. Hun- 
dreds of millions of fry/juvenile sal- 
monid and other fish migrate down the 
Fraser annually. The Musqueam Marsh is 
an important stopover area for migra- 
ting birds, including eighty per cent

of the worlds! population of sandpipers 
en route to Boundary Bay. Millions of 
surf smelt larvae are hatched from the 
upper intertidal areas of Spanish Banks, 
Jericho Beach and Wreck Beach ( popu- 
lar swimming areas fairly close to down- 
town Vancouver). 

At this poónt, nearly seventy per 
cent of the Fraser River Estuary/Delta 
Wetlands have already dissapeared. And 
now the Vancouver Airport Fuel Facili_. 
ties Corporation (VAFFC) a consortium 
of airline fuel carriers wants to fur- 
ther threaten what little is left by 
constructing a fuel off loading facility 
in the Fraser. It would import Jet Fuel- 
A in barges, from Anacortes and Cherry 
Point, Wiushington, although the current 
Trans-Mountain pipeline is not being 
used to its full potential capacity, 

Jet Fuel-A is toxic to aquatic 
life and causes long-term damage to 
plants. It has been found to cause: 

" substantial DNA molecular damage," If 
this fuel is taken into the lungs it 
causes coughing, distress and then ra- 
pidly. develops into pulmonary edema. 
Health care treatment would be necessary. 
An environmental impact statement (co- 
missioned by the VAFFC!) stated that 
there is a one in ten thousand year 
chance of a Jet Fuel-A spill occurring. : 
Yet in February of this year, a barge — 
such as the ones proposed by the VAFFC 
sank in the Straight of Juan de Fuca(it 
contained diesel fuel). Then in March, 
several thousand gallons of Jet Fuel-A 
leaked from a storage tank by the Coast 
Guard Hovercraft Base in Richmond ( just 
outside of Vancouver, B.C.). Millions 
of salmonid and herring were migrating 
so the long term damage is hard to spe- 
culate on. And Des-Moines Creek, south 
of Sea Tac International airport near 
Seattle, Washington, suffered five spi- 
lls between January and June 1986 and

atorium on Uranium Mining and Explor- 
ation here im B.C. ( approx. 7 yrs. )

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@ CENTRE CLOSES. 


After being open for only five 
months the Vancouver Autonomy Centre 
closed its doors earlier this summer. 
The general consensus is that it was 
pointless keeping the space opca with so 
few folks dropping by. 

The location and physical character- 
istics of the space were often mentioned 
as being significant reasons for our 
lack of enthusiasm and failure to att- 
ract people. It wasn't a storefront (2nd 
floor) and putting out a sandwich board 
was illegal ( ¿the bylaw enforced), so 
it wasn't possible to lure in unsuspec= 
ting passers-by with wild and/or curious 
window displays or descriptions of our 
events and litterature on a board. Con- 
sequently, only those already floating 
around the anarchist milieu knew about 
it's existence. 

The physical environment of the 
centre was something else: two very 
narrow and windowless rooms,illuminated 
in irritating neon, it was better suited 
to an anguished Kafka-like character 
than to-an enthusiastic fomentor of 
social revolution hoping to help poten- 
tial allies and comrades, Even with the 
addition of softer lights,plants and 
posters, one still felt uncomfortable 
and alien, and not a little claustro- 
phobic. 

All that is true, but I think that 
there is much more for local anti- 
authoritarians and specifically the 
autonomy centres! collective, to examine 
when assessing what went wrong. After 
all, interpersonal conflicts were non- 
existent, and with a successful system 
of personal monthly commitments cover- 
ing the rent(which was low), we were 
spared both of the problems that most 
collectives/groups have to deal with in 
similar situations, and which are often 
the cause of their demise. 

Everyone who participated in the 
centre has her/his single-most-important 
reason why it failed to attract the . 
hordes some of us had expectations it 
would. For instance: not enough adver- 
tising of the spaces' existence (" how 
can people be expected to come to a 
place that they don't know about?"), or 
that there are simply far too few lib- 

ertarians in Vancouver to support what 
was essentially an anti-authoritarian 
resource space, that most of the coll- 
ective had too many other commitmm nts 
leaving little energy left over for 
events and other creative uses of the 
centre, while others feel that our ex- 
pectations, in terms of numbers of peo- 
Ple using the space, were far too high, 
and that we just didn't give it a real 
chance of establishing itself. 

There were many reasons, and yet 
this isn't really a post-morte ^, as 
there are still quite a few people in- 
terested in seeing the Autonomy Centre 
re-organized to help create and maintain 
a specifically anti-authoritarian resis- 
tance in Vancouver. Whether this should 
be a drop-in, reading room/book service 

or directed more toward 'counter 
cultural' activity or yet something al- 
together different is open for discussion. 
However, considering our limited numbers 
and resources, the fact that there is 
already several anarchist projects in the 
city, and that there is almost an infi-. 
nite number of possibilities of projects 
that could or should take form, ` 
maybe We should reasess our -` = 
priorities and make sure that opening an 
autonomy centre is what is needed and : 
what we want to do with our time and 
energy. We could after all also use a 
bookstore, gig space, mutual aid network, 
cooperative printing venture, etc. 

It does seem certain though, that if 
having more direct, face to face contact 
with those outside the anarchist, ultra- 
leftist, anti-authoritarian milieus is 
desirable, then eventually we are going 
to have to go beyond P.O. Box numbers 
and organize some form of public space. 
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BEWARE!

Markium Surmack, who wasted no time writ- 
ing a letter to the New York Times to let 
the world know about 1t ( although the 
Times doesn't print addresses in its let- 
ters to the editor column, blunting the 
economic impact, Surmack can undoubtedly 
expect to reap a"trickle down" éffect. 

In his letter, Surmack hopes to cash 
in on the " irritation " of a "counter 
current of opposition” to “hassling of. 
pedestrians and commuters." Some may find 
his shirts “heartless and belligerent", 
he breezily acknowledges, but on the oth- 
er hand, and more profitably, “some peop- 
le find these shirts are very appropriate 
and funny." They're a "sign of the times" 
says Surmack, though they may not" offer 
a real solution". (!) 

But one can assume that that's exactly 
what they are, for most assholes buying 
them: a temporary real solution in the 
absense of an undoubtedly preferable 
" final solution." Are "“kill the poor" 
t-shirts next?

SPRAY RESITANCE 


The spraying of herbicides and soil 
sterilizers along railway, right-of ways 
this fall has caused an environmental up- 
roar in B.C. The infamous herbicide Spike 
- 80 (U.S. D.E.A. / CIA sprays it on Coca 
plantations in Peru) and soil sterilizers 
Gleam and Krovar have been applied again 
with permission of the Kourts. 

Court injunctions, blockades and sabot- 
age so far has failed to halt most mutag- 
en applications but people are getting 
pissed-off. Groups of irate residents to- 
ok action this fall in Squamish, Pemberton 
Whistler, Kelowna, Nelson, Castlegar, Ka- 
mloops, Vancouver, and the Queen Charlott- 
e Islands. 

The victory came in the Kootenays when 
about 50 people layed on the tracks bet- 
ween Castlegar and Nelson. Canadian Paci- 
fic Railways subsequently dropped it's 
spraying program for this year. 

People are now seeing that they can't 
expect the Kourts to stand up for them or 
their childrens well-being. That they can 
only expect the judge to side with the 
pillagers and profit makers.

HOUSE ARREST IN B.C. ? 


Recently the B.C."Corrections"Branch 
conducted a nine month pilot project inv- 
olving the use of electronic shackles on 
non violent offenders. 

The Canadian Bar Association has given 
its approval for the device and we will 
now see what the government decides. No 
doubt they will find the implimentation 
of ‘this-device favorable, as it makes 
House Arrest a new option for the "just- 
ice" system. (House Arrest is commonly 
used in South Africa to stop the movement 
of Anti-Aparthied activists.) 

If electronic shackles are implaced 
it will ultimately mean that the State 
will have one more way to enforce jurisd- 
iction over greater sections of the pop- 
ulation, this is known as "net widening". 

- With the prisons full, the courts could 
simply sentence a person to house arrest. 
We may very well see the courts of the 
future issuing the shackle as punishment 
to people with offences that would merely 
be warranted with a fine in the present 
day courts. 

In the wake of quarantine laws for peo- 
ple with AIDS and a government that lit- 
erally makes it known that it thinks peo- 
ple on welfare are either scum or they 
don't pray enough, one can only be a bit 
concerned about this new phase of state 
control around town.

MORE INCINERATION? 


A couple of years ago we hadn't heard 
much at all about the incineration of ga- 
wastes here in B.C. Then all of a sudden 
we had East Van residents complaining of 
fumes from an incinerator on a barge that 
burned ships' wastes. 

Then we started to hear about the big 
burner in Burnaby on the Fraser River t 
that was being built and that would eve- 
ntually handle 20-25% of Vancouvers garb- 
age. 

Plans for a residential and light indus- 
trial dump for Vancouver's waste were fo- 
rced down the throats of the people of 
in and around Cache Creek, north of Vane 
couver. Those plans have now been chang- 
ed to include an incinerator. for toxic 
wastes and a fight is on. (see article 
this issue). 

Now a group of Fraser Valley business 
men have proposed a 12mi11ion dollar gar- 
bage incinerator just west of Hope in 
Ruby Creek; The group called Valley Indep- 
endent Power, hope to produce electricity 
from the steam generated by combustion, 
and to power industries it's trying to 
attract to a 135 acre industrial "park". 

In keeping with the endless stream of 
lies and dis-information that spews from 
the mouths of capitalist filfth everywh- 
ere, project manager Jack Lott has had 
the gall to say the incinerator, "would 
be clean with hot air the only thing comi- 
ng out of the smokestack." This is a prov= 
en technique. If a lie is repeated enough 
and that's all people hear, then it beco- 
mes true. (Maybey for some.) 


S.H.U.v IT ! 


Special Handling Units were set up 
in 1980 following the McGuigan report to 
deal with 'danzerous' prisoners. The 
name has now been changed to a more so- 
ohisticated euphemism (HMSU). The HMSU's 
were to cage only those prisoners convic= 
ted of violence inside. The first two put 
into use were at Miolhaven in Kingston an 

-Antario and St. Anne des Plaines in Quebec. 
They had a capacity of 90 men in each. 

It soon became apparent that the au- 
thorities couldn't find 180 men to fill 
the spots so they changed the policy. It 
was ammended so that prisoners could be 
sent to SHU with only 'suspicion'of 'or 
Iconspiracy'to! commit violence. They 
then began scooving people from all over 
the country. This enabled them to fill 
the cages. 

The men are sentenced to a 2 year 
minimum and must go through 4 phases be- 
fore they. go back to general population 
in a max prison. Phase one means 23% 
hours in solitary. Phase 2 is 19 hours 
a day in solitary. Phase 3 is 16 hours 
and if all goes well they go back to a 
Max prison.after 2 years where phase l 
is 1 year probation. Some men have spent 
8 snd 9 years in these cement coffins, 
The new title, MSU, changes nothing. 
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COMMUNIQUE FROM THE PRISON-REPRESSION COMMISSION.

7) The right for all prisoners to remain 
in contact . 


8) More cenditional releases and time off 
from sentences. After three years of 


After three years of sporadic and fr- 
agmentary struggles, prisoners are in the 
Process of forming a real national move- 
¡ment. The government and prison administr- 
ation, who for five months have demonstr- 
ated their desire. to carry out the Chal- 
andon reforms as they stand, will not be 
able to ignore this presently-constitut- 
ing force for long.

- August 6: A four-day food strike in 
solidarity with the Fresnes DPS prisoners 
takes place at the Fleury- Merogis prison 
for women.

- End of August: For a week, 500 priso- 
ners at Loos take turns at refusing to re- 
turn to their cells after the recreation 
period. 

- August 30: 50 of the 150 prisoners at 
Poitiers refuse to return after the recre- 
ation period,

Fingerprinting has been used as a 
means of identification since 1858,when 
the East India Company used the process 
to identify those signing agreements. 

Fifty years later, the N.Y.C. police 
began networking fingerprint identifi- 
cation by sending the print of a suspect 
to Scotland Yard to confirm his identity. 
By 1910, fingerprints were recognized 
as the standard of identification world- 
wide. 

Automated fingerprint identification 
systems were developed in 1979, They 
allowed police to dispense with file 
cards and to store prints by computer, 

Today, with 'our' technology being 
an integral part of authoritarian,mass 
society, we have or will soon have: 
computer-generated mug shots, offender 
identification through DNA patterns, 
electronic monitoring of parolees and 
probationers, and artificial intelli- 
gence in 'criminal 'profiling and identi- 
fication. We can also add to this list a 
device called the Veridex Z3000 which 
Can scan live fingers and produce elec- 
tronically generated prints. 

With this system a suspects finger 
is inserted into a 'port! where it is 
lread! with highly sensitive optical 
scanning equipment. An image is produced 
and then converted to digitized data, 
The fingerprint is then laser-printed on 
standard file cards or transmitted elec- 
tronically ‘over telephone lines to a 
central repository. This process can 
also be used to enhance partial or poor 
prints left at the scene of a crime. 

What other 'advances!in technology 


firm that develloped the Veridex system 
is now working on mini-scanners for use 
in patrol cars-instant I.D.!

We sat in our seats, stunned. The movie 
had ended and the crowd (most of them) were 
applauding as the director and producer stepp- 
ed up to the front to answer questions. A fri- 
end leaned over and said, "Well, just one mo- 
re reason to hate CBC." 

Half an audience watched the Vancouver pr- 
emier of the movie "The Squamish Five", the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation funded 'do- 
cu-drama'. Half an audience becausé the first 
15 - 20 rows of seats were cordoned off and 
left empty. This was. a security precaution. 
When the film had earlier opened in Toronto 
an appreciative fan hit the screen with a pa- 
int bomb. They weren't taking any chances he- 
re, and kept people out of throwing distance. 
Patrons entring the cinema were frisked and 
had their bags checked. "This is just like 
the trial!" somebody said. 

Supporters of the five passed out a review 
of the film outside the cinema, that included 
"Writings of the Vancouver Five" and"Stateme- 
nts of Resistance." The following is the text 
of the review: 


The movie "The Squamish Five" portrays five 
People in a way which takes the reality of th- 
eir struggle for freedom and justice and turns 
it into a thinly disguised adventure story to 
be consumed without question. It is an attempt 
to trivialize and misrepresent the lives of f 
five real people who felt strongly enough ab- 
out the injusticesof our present society to 
risk action. It creates cardboard cut-out cha- 
tracters who play out the roles of "psychotic 
revolutionary", "brooding purist", “dumb punk" 
"cold hearted politico” and their "naive ide- 
alistic victim" without ever examintña the 
potitics of their actions, or even the very 
human reasons why people, when faced with the 
threat of nuclear extinction, environmental 
colapse, or violent pornography would choose 
to attack the structures responsible for manu- 
facturing these threats. The actions that they 
carried out are presented as the results of 
frustration on their part, which effectively 
takes the focus off of the crimes of the cor- 
porations attacked and condesendingly puts the 
blame off these five people for being naive id- 
ealists who “took the wrong path". 

_ Acts of resistance such as the Litton bom- 
bing involve a question of responsibilities a- 
nd consequences. These actions are initiated 
as part of a process of affecting changes whe- 
n other methods have been tried and either fa- 
iled or resulted in token accomplishments. Th- 
ey are a conscious, thought out political act- 
ion and are not done as a result of frustrat- 
ion. The people who risk their lives to do 
such actions - and in the case of an accident 
the lives of others - are not "extremists" or 
"terrorists". They are individuals whose decis- 
ion to act for the quality and continued exis- 
tence of life/earth far outweigh the imposit- 
ion of man-made laws. 

Yet the film stops at a critical point : 
before the trials, before the "trial by media" 
(in which the five were ‘convicted’ by the pr- 
ess without evidence or rebuttal), before the 
obscene prison terms imposed on them, before 
the repression which descended upon all polit-

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ical activists in Canada, and before the bet- 
rayal of the rest by Julie; all of which woul- 
d politicize the movie and betray the premise 
of both the "innocent"victim" and the "rebels 
without brains" . The events following their 
arrest, their treatment by the so-called jus- 
tice system and lengthy prison terms are evi- 
dence that their actions were taken very ser- 
ously by the Canadian state; and that this 
system has no intention of budging insofar as 
their vital interests are conce rned(ie profi— 
ts). And if the system is unwilling and unable 
to make the fundamental and farreaching chan- 
ges needed to end the present devastaion of 
our earth and people; what option is their for 
those who care enough to attempt change? By 
leaving out evidence of the unchangeable natu- 
re of the system, the movie isolates the dire- 
ct actions carried out and makes them seem 
futile, naive and unnecessary. The context tf 
which they were carried out, the impasse hit 
by the massive legal movements against these 
threats and the five's history of legal acti- 
vism are all missing . 

Imprisonment does not have to be the cons- 
equence:.of taking direct action, although it 
is a very real possibility. People should le- 
arn from the actions of others - both the mi- 
stakes and the steps forward. 

Some of us were able to see an advance co- 
py of the film, we were so upset with the way 
that the events were pertrayed that we felt 
something must be done. With this in mind we 
are reprinting the sentencing statements and 
writings of the five to allow those who took 
direct action to speak for themselves. 


Clearly the state is milking Julie Belmas 
for everything they can get. The evening of 
the showing, she was interviewed on CBC TV. 
She reiterated the lie that she had been in- 
timidated to partake in the actions and fear- 
ed for her phystcal well-being so did not le- 
ave.We go with her on a visit to her psychia- 
trist, watch ad she feeds the pidgeons and ha- 
ng on as the drama peaks when a remorseful Ju- 
lie squeezes a few tears. í 
What drama! 

Audiences nationwide wil] be treated to th- 
is pretence of a movie as the state tries to 
bang a few more nails into the coffin of mil- 
itant resistance. But the coffin is empty!

PLANNING 


The method & amount of planning involved 
would have been almost adequate for the AN 
ANVA (Alliance for Non-Violent Action) pac- 
ifist demo that occurred earlier that day. 
However it should have been obvious that 
most of the protesters wanted to actually 
confront the state. Clearly the mass 
meeting in the public park the day before 


was neither desirable nor effective. 
Bearing in mind the public nature of the 
‘planning’, it still wasn't discussed 
wether or not to go beyond the illegality 
of an ‘illegal’ demonstration, & wether 
or not those who chose to carry out 
‘illegal’ actions would have the general 
support of the protesters. These consid 
erations are very important & led to the 
lack of direction, lack of cO-ordination, 
hesitation, 8 in-decision, which sometimes 
led to a lack of involvement £ committment 
during the actual protest. 

.It was naive to simply plan to demon- 
strate at the US consulate, move to the 


-52nd police division, & then tothe Jap- 


anaese consulate for the Omori demo. No 
contingency plans were considered at all. 
In a public meeting such as it was, the 
question of "illegal" actions should 
have been discussed in full (but not 
specific actions of course), & some kind 
of consensus arrived at so everyone knew 
Where they stood. We were also too 


quick to jump into the idea of a standard 
type demo instead of examining other 


Possibilities & forms of protest, eg; writ- 
ing to your MP (haha), city-wide direct 
actions, street theatre, & of course a 
possible confrontation with cops. If ther 
there had been an actual planning meeting 
then affinity groups should have formed, 
and then moved off to secure areas to dis- 


cuss & plan their part in the Day of Act- 


jon, & prepare for possible actions. 


DISPERSAL 


The demo ended when everyone more or 
less made it to Queens park. Many were 
arrested on the way by police snatch 
squads. Having a march to a dispersal 
point when we were being picked off by cop- 
cops all the way was not a good idea. 
Maybe (in the absence of any pre-arranged 
plan) spreadin g the word to disperse in 
groups of 10 or so would have been an eff- 
ective way to disperse. Instead a group 
of 200 (the demo had become smaller at 
this point) attempted to have another 
public meeting in a park: All this time a 
cordon of at least 100 cops (with more 
arriving all the time) was forming an 
almost complete circle around us. Fortuan- 
tly we realised what was about to happen. 
Groups of 10 or so began leaving- many in 
rows with linked arms (at last!). As far 
as we know no one was arrested after 
this point. At every safe oppurtinity 
these groups split up & mingled with ped- 
estrians. The cops that had been busy all 
day seemed relieved to see us go, but 
those who recently arrived seemed to want 
to go after us- but were unable to deal 
with all those little groups splitting up. 
Vehicles & foot cops to follow the smal] 
groups but it was relatively easy to 
lose them. 


CONCLUSION 


It's all very easy for us to sit back 2 
crittcise & analyse an event where we al] 


made mistakes. As with many things it take-- 


takes actual participation to put ideas 
into practise. If there is to be more 
protests, or a protest at next years Anar- 
chist Gathering in San Francisco, the 
lessons of Toronto must be learnt.& app- 


lied. We certaintly don't have all. the 
answers, but many obvious mistakes were 


made. The points & questions raised here 
also need wider & further discussion. | 

For us it was a positive experience in 
many ways. Mainly-it was an 'illegal' 
demo which went ahead, more or less choos- 
ing our own route through a downtown core 
on a Monday lunchtime. Through our ex- 
periences we can develóp new strategies 4 
tactics in demonstrations. 

It was the first time such a number of 
Anarchists have come together for an ex- 
plicitly Anarchist demo. 

It was a relatiyely 'safe' (eg. no 
real riot cops, tear gas, sustained 
baton charges, mass arrest etc) demo which 
gave us a chance to see our strengths & 
weaknesses. The demo was an oppurtunity 
to vent real frustrations & angers. The 
demo created a new militancy within the 


Those streets are our: streets. The pigs 
do not own them. Anytime cops are present 
there is potential violence. The pigs had 
been itching to crack skulls ever since 
the gathering was announced in Toronto. We 
were lucky something hadn't happened ear- 
lier. But what I want to know, is, are we 
to avoid all confrontations because there 
is potential for a fight? This is a very 
violent society. And it's getting much 
worse. I respect the decision of people 
to choose the level on which to struggle. 
But I reject the shit from those that de- 
nounce others who decide on their own to 
stand up in the way that they choose. 

There are ample examples of scenarios 


where groups or individuals fight back, 
only to have the extreme right and the 
left, and other confused radicals commence 
to attack their actions. Look around. It 
goes on everywhere.......Fuk them! 

One thing they are right about, and th- 
at is that it was sure to happen, and 
that we should have known it was going to 
happen. Well we did know it. What we did- 
n't know was on what level the violence 
would take place. But all those that were 
there, know that there is no doubt that 
it is the pigs that provoked the fight. 

The other thing that bugs me is the pro- 
nouncement that by fighting we alienate 
the population. Well.... I was sitting in 
the courthouse reading the'Star' opened - 


everyday violence ..... con ..... 
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N. American movement. 
Despite all their equipment 4 training 
the cops are as stupid as they look 4 N 
were just as unorganised & unprepared as 
we were! Perhaps more so considering 
their supposed effeciency & specialised 
training. In the final analysis public 
& media opinion was not as hostile as we 
have expected.

TEAR DOWN THE WALLS 


Avi Naftel Update 
About Avi 


_ On December 27,1981, Avi Naftel was 
hitchiking with his wife and his dog when 
he was confronted by an Arizona state pat- 
rolwoman. She asked him for some identif- 
ication, but he refused. She pulled her 
gun and nervously pointed it at him. Fear- 
ing he was about to be shot, Avi disarmed 
the patrolwoman. A long chase followed; 

with the patrol woman held hostage while 
Avi drove the patrol car. Still fearing 
for his safety, Avi waited for members of 
the press to arrive before Surrendering. 
The patrolwoman was not harmed in any way 
and went back to work the next day. Avi 
Who had no previous criminal record, was 
sentenced to 25 years in prison for kid- 
napping and assault. 

Avi is a citizen of England, and in the 
summer of 1986 he began working for a tr- 
ansfer home under the terms of the Counc- 
il of Europe Convention on the Transfer 
of Sentenced Persons. After almost 2 years 
of stalling, the Arizona Department of 
Corrections has finally accepted Avi's 
application for transfer. 


Transfer Request Denied 


In July of this year the Arizona Depar- 
tment of Corrections (DOC) turned down 
Avi's request for transfer to England. The 
reason given was that Avi was convicted of 
" a crime of violence or threatened yiol- 
ence." According to Arizona DOC policy 50 
501.2, paragraph 4.1.4 ( adopted after Avi 
initiated his transfer request ), persons 
convicted of such crimes aye not eligible 
for international transfer. 


Last Chance 


This is our final request for letters 
of support. The last chance we have to 
help Avi win a transfer back to England 
is with an appeal to the governor of Ariz- 
ona, Rose Mofford. 


Letters to the governor should stress 
the following points: 1)Avi has English 
citizenship and is eligible for transfer 
to the United Kingdom under the Counsil 
of Europe Convention on the Transfer of 
Sentenced Persons, which has been signed 
by both the U.S. and U.K. 

2.) The DOC policy places restrictions 
on the treaty not intended by the parties 
that signed it. The DOC restrictions are 
arbitrary and automatically exclude almo- 
st all prisoners who might be eligible 
for.transfer. Only prisoners with long 
sentences benefit from the treaty, and 
most prisoners with long sentences have 
been convicted of " crimes of violence 
or threatened violence ". Furthermore, 
this policy was adapted only after Avi 
first asked-to apply for a transfer-- 
the policy on the books at that time 
was much less restrictive. 

3.) In their assessment of the nature of 
Avi's crime, the DOC relied on incomplete 
and inaccurate information. Instead of 
the trial transcript , they used the pro- 
secutor. pre-sentencing report, which is 
much more biased against the defendant 
In addition, neither of these documents 


, reflect the pre-trial agreement between 


Avi and the prosecution that he wouldnot 
not testify that the other officer init- 
jated their confrontation by drawing her 
gun. In return, Avi's companion was let 
off with a short sentence.

Total Control Philosophy 


A variety of policies and programs 
have been designed to work together to 
create a total control environment by 
use of psychological manipulation from 
which there is no escape. These pract- 
ices, powerful and destructive, are 
kept hidden from the public while they 
are well known to the Department of 
Corrections, who continue to approve 
their use against female prisoners. 

The combined effeet is staggering, 
and the result is a complete breakdown 
of individual will, enforced dependency 
loss of self-esteem, loss of decision 
making skills and loss of coping ability 
all of which does not end with the in- 
carceration. The combined use of psych- 
ologically manipulative tactics leaves 
the Washington State Correctional Center 


only in the state of Washington, but un- 
ique to other prisons; male and female] 
across the cou try. 

The total control technique is employ- 
ed by forcing WCCW prisoners to work exc- 
essively, provide them with just enough 
pay so they cannot meet even minimal 
needs and do not provide them, placing 
all prisoners on the phase level behav- 
jor modification program which dictates 
everything from allowable items to bed- 
time, denying such items as sugar vitami 
ins, and fruit as security concerns, be- 
littling and juvenilizing by crushing in- 
to powder all medication and soaking all 
capsules into water, humiliating with 
harrassing strip-search. and digital 
body cavity searches ( using opposite sex 
guards in some cases ), discouraging fam- 
ily and community visits, keeping pris- 
oners in a constant state of confusion 
never knowing what is acceptable behavior 
from one day to the next (there have 
been in excess of 100 written policy ch- 
anges in the first six months of 1988 
and innumerable unwritten changes) and 
many other inter-locking policies and 
practices developed to enhance the total 
control concept. 


One of the WCCW's "make work" programs 
is in grounds maintenance. The attention 
of community groups and other visitors 
is focused on the grounds and diverted 
from the control practices. Only certain 
prisoners are allowed to talk with these 
visitors regularly, and groups are not. - 
allowed into several areas of the prison. 


Gay Community News / Prisoner Project 
The Prisoner Project at GCN has rec- 


ently put out a draft pamphlet on how - 
to - do - a - books - for - prisoners 
Project which they'll send free to in- 
terested individuals and groups. 


Medical E 
Mis / Treatment 


Women prisoners at Washington Correction- 
al Center for Women are to notify correct- 
ions officers (guards) at 5 a.m. if they a 
are 111 and under escort are taken to the 
prison's clinic for official diagnosis. 
Often their illnesses are ignored by att- 
ending nurses and they are denied "excu- 
se" from their mandatory program work du- 
ties. Thereby they are either punished by 
infraction for refusing to work or they 
work inspite of their illness. 

Those women that repeatedly seek medic- 
al treatment and are mis-diagnosed for 
ongoing conditions are prescribed psycho- 
tropic medications that are-hazardous to 
their health and may sometimes result in 
death. E 

Accidental miscarriages have occurred 
due to faulty medical records checks ,wh- 
erein improper medical treatments were 0 
performed. Masectomies that may have be- 
en avoided, have resulted from medical Sese 
negligence. Women with pre-cancerous sy- 
mptoms have been ignored and theit cond- 
itions have escalated to malignant eanc- 
er which riddled their bodý causing death. 

One woman with extremely swollen neck a 

and lymph glands was told to gargle with 

salt water. Later, outside doctors diagn- 

osed throat cancer. She is now on radiat= > 
ion treatment ; her condition fragile . 

Routine refusal to follow outside doc- 
tors medically prescribed treatments are 
an ongoing problem. 

The use of force by guards to hold . 


- for Women a unique prison experiment not= down prisoners who resisted=psychotropic... mm. == 


medications: for injections of psychotrop- 
ics is an ongoing tactic to shut women up.

The 
screws weren't quite as prepared as in the 
past and we were able to cruise right into 
the parking lots of a few of them. At Fer- 
ndale (minimum security) we actually walk- 
ed about 200 yards inside the prison gro- 
unds, greeted by the men and visitors, 
before the screws ran out and chased us 
off. Many letters and calls were recieved 
from those inside, letting us know that 
they knew we were out there. Prisoners 
show solidarity by going on a 24 hour wo- 
rk and hungerstrike. Support for the day 
by prisoners was solid this year .

AIDS Inside 


AIDS is a disease that is 
caused by a virus (HIV), which 
lives in a person's blood and 
their sexual fluids. HIV is 
spread only by unprotected 
intercourse and by direct 
blood to blood contact. 
Fucking without a condom lets 


the sexual fluids from one 
person get into the other 
partner (top or bottom). 
Sharing needles and works for 
drugs or for tattoos lets 
enough” blood move between 


people to risk HIV infection. 


Getting sick with HIV is 
different for each person. 
Only some people get what 
doctors call AIDS. They must 
have a rare type of cancer 
(Kaposi Sarcoma), or a rare 
type of pneumonia 
(pneumocystis carinii), loose 
a lot of weight very quickly 
(wasting), or loose control of 
their nerves or mind 
(dementia). These. people are 
very ill and often die from 
these infections. 


Many people with HIV do not 
get so ill that they die. They 
May get yeast infections in 


their mouth or stomach, skin 
diseases, or different 
cancers. None of these are 


transmitted by casual contact: 
coughing, sneezing, touching 
or using the same things. You 
can only get HIV or AIDS from 


unprotected sex or sharing 
dirty needles. 
There are a lot drugs and 


medicine that help control and 
Sometimes cure some of the 
infections. It is important 
for someone with HIV or AIDS 
to get good medical care, and 
to stay as healthy as 
possible. That means cutting 


down on cigarettes, alcohol 
and recreational drugs. Eating 
good food, getting lots of 
sleep and exercise, and 
getting rid of stress are also 
important for good health. 
Everyone should practice 
"Safer Sex" guidelines. 

How can you tell if someone 
has the AIDS virus? 


Anyone can get AIDS. Some men 


get AIDS, some women get AIDS, 
and some babies are born with 
AIDS. People who fuck with the 
same sex, and people who fuck 
with the different sex can all 
get AIDS. Any one who shares a 
dirty needle, even once, can 


get enough virus to make them 
sick. 

Because AIDS is a very slow 
illness it may take several 


before you can tell 
sick. Some people 
with the virus look perfectly 


years 


healthy, they feel healthy- 
in fact they are healthy. Many 
people carry germs in their 
blood but never get sick, so 


they don't realize they have a 
disease that they can pass on 
to others. 


In a group of 10 people all 
infected with the AIDS virus, 


only 2 or 3 will get so sick 
that a doctor would say they 
have AIDS. Another 4 or 5 


people in that group may get a 
bit sick for a while, and then 


they may get better. The other 


2 or 3 may not ever get sick. 
There is no sure way to look 
at someone and tell that they 


have the AIDS virus. Even if 
you ask them, they may not 
know they carry the germ that 


could kill. 


There is not a test for AIDS.

AIDS INSIDE 


Lots of people think its a 
good idea to test people for 
AIDS. They figure knowing who 
has AIDS will make it easy to 
control the spread of AIDS. 
Locking some one up doesn't 
solve any problem, just makes- 
it easy to pretend the problem 
has gone away. The way to stop 
the spread of AIDS is to let 


people know the facts about 
AIDS, what is safe sex, and to 
give them what they need: 
condoms, lube and clean 


needles or bleach. 

It is almost impossible, and 
very expensive to test for the 
AIDS virus. The HIV dies very 
quickly once it is outside the 


human body. Doctors can study 
blood under a microscope, and 
will often find clues about 


why someone is feeling 
They may discover dorm 
"sleeping" germs, or 

things that the person didn't 
realize was there. There is a 


blood test that looks for HIV 
antibodies, a part of the 
blood the body makes to fight 
off the virus once it has 
gotten in. 

Testing positive for HIV 


antibodies does not mean that 
person has AIDS, or that they 
will necessarily get an AIDS 
related illness. It does mean 
HIV is inside that person, in 
their blood and sexual fluid. 
They are a carrier of HIV and 
can infect someone else if 
they have unsafe sex, or share 
needles or works. 


Testing negative does not mean 
the person does not have AIDS. 
Testing negative means there 
were no HIV antibodies in 
their blood sample. It can 
take 3 months, 6 months, 18 
months or longer to make 
antibodies. Some 


people with 


full-blown AIDS are too sick 
to make antibodies, so they 
test negative. 


Either way, positive or 
negative test results are not 
for sure. Some people do have 


the AIDS virus. You might get 
AIDS if you put yourself at 
risk by sharing needles or 
fucking without a condom. 
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Since you can't be sure about 
the other person, it is a good 
idea to think that everyone 
might have it. If you play it 
safe, you won't be sorry. No 
one with the AIDS virus can 
infect anyone else, unless you 
let them. It takes two people 
to have unsafe sex or to share 
dirty needles. 


Mandatory blood testing of 
inmates, prostitutes, gay men 
or immigrants takes away the 
individual's right to privacy 
and control over their own 
body. It allows the government 
and the - law the power to 
decide how they are going to 
treat that person. It makes 
those people the target of 
harassment and discrimination. j 
Once they i 

le of your body, it won't be, 


long before they “can start 
putting something into your 
body. 


How many People have AIDS? 


As of Sept 88 there have been, 
400 cases of full-blown AIDS 
reported in BC, and more than 
1200 cases across Canada. 
There are more than 40,000 
cases in the United States, 
and probably 2 million people 


with AIDS around the world. 
There is no way to count the 
number of carriers, but there 


are many times more people 
with HIV, than have full-blown 


AIDS and most of them don't 
know. 
Authorities don't want to 


admit a lot of things that go 
on inside institutions. They 
don't want to report that 
approximately 30% of the men 
have sex with each other, that 
30% of the inmates use 
injecting drugs and that some 
inmates have AIDS. There have 


been confirmed cases in the 
Canadian federal system, and 
certainly there are cases in 
the provincial joints right 


across the country. 


The growing trend in the 
American system is to have 
mandatory testing of all newly 
sentenced prisoners and all 
inmates soon to be released. 


They estimate that 1 in 1000 
people in prisons have AIDS 
and 1 in 100 have the HIV 
virus. The National Prison 


Project reported 420 cases of 
full-blown AIDS in 1985. As of 
April, 1988 that number has 
climbed to at least 1,650 
people, in the federal system 
only. There are many more 
people infected with HIV and 
who have . developed AIDS 
related conditions or 
infections in the federal 
system, county and city jails. 


can force something | 


Confidentiality of test 
results and medical records is 
an important concern for 
prisoners and corrections 
officials. Confidentiality is 
impossible to guarantee in 
prison, because so many people 


believe they have a right and 
a reason to know. A lot of 
prisons place prisoners with 
AIDS or related infections, or 
with HIV in general 
population, unless they are 
sick and need to go to the 


hospital. People are placed in 
segregation, isolation, 
refused recreation periods, 
visits, library and other 
"privileges". There have been) 
cases in the USA where 
officials have refused 
family/conjugal visits between 
men and their wives and 
partners, after they have been 
diagnosed with AIDS. The New 


York Court of Appeal upheld 
the policy, even though it 
violated their right to 


privacy, due process and equal 
protection under the law. 


Education 

Information and education 
about AIDS, HIV, Safer Sex, 
and how to clean needles are 


not easily available inside, 
for prisoners or staff. More 
administrations are starting 
to include AIDS information in 
their training programs for 
staff and as seminars, for 
inmates. Few of them use the 
expertise of the gay community 
and of the community-based 


AIDS organizations. None of 
the Canadian institutions 
allow needle exchanges or 


condoms to be distributed yet.

GOSH! I DIDN'T KNOW THAT! 


Some friends had organized a present- 
ation by two members of AIDS Vancouver at 
their home. 

I wasn't sure that I wanted to go becau- 
se I thought I knew alot about it already. 
Me being a 'straight' guy, not taking I.V. 
drugs, and not highly active sexually, I 
considered myself to be in a'low risk"' 
category. (Maybey I am). This affected my 
interest also. ; 

Anyway, I did go to the presentation and 
afterwards was glad I did. 

I just wanted to share a few of the th- 
ings I learned. Taking the test for AIDS 
is not as simple a proposition as I thou- 
ght. The AID. virus is a retrovirus. That 
is it enters the cells of our immune syst- 
em and becomes part of the cells structure. 
Our body produces antibodies to attack vi- 
ruses, but once these retroviruses: enter 
the cells, the body doesn't respond with 
antibodies. If the virus has entered the 
body and gone'retro' quickly, there may 
be very few (any?) antibodies for the test 
to pick-up. So a negative test result do- 
es not neccesarily guarantee that you do- 
n't have it. Someone who tests negative 
may assume that their unsafe practices. 
must be okay and continue doing them. Bad 
news. 

Also, the health of the immune system 
is strongly effected by our stress levels. 
Someone may be feeling fine and healthy, 
get a positive result from the test and 
the resulting emotional trauma just wipe 
them out. I had personally just gotten 
used to the idea that condoms were now a 
fact of life. I'd finally broken down the 
Psychological blocks and begun enjoying 
sex with rubbers. But the idea of having 
to use dental dams for oral sex was going 
be agother major psychological leap for ` 
me. Keeping in mind that there are a lot 
of strong theories based on research and 
experience that has yet to be conclusive- 
ly proven, we were told some other info. 


that I hadn't yet come across. There se- 
ems to be certain parts of the body that 
act as 'receptor' cells to the virus. The 
main receptor cells of the body seem to be 
in the vagina and anus. Unless there are 
open sores or bleeding gums , the mouth 
doesn't seem to be a receptor. Any open 
cuts anywhere on the body. can be a recept- 
or for the virus. This is not to say ( ho- 
pe it doesn't) that one shouldn't worry 
about oral contact, it just put the risk 
factor in a more realistic perspective for 
me. I still gotta work on the thing about 
dental dams. ( Dental dams are thin she- 
ets of latex that can be used as a barri- 
er between oral to whatever contact). 

The other thing I learned is a new res- 
pect for condoms. That they should be tr- 
eated with care. The lubrication on lubr- 
icated rubbers has been proven an irrita- 
nt to the tissue lining the anus. They 
weren't sure about it's effect on the vag- 
inal lining (anybody?). A neat little tri- 
ck they showed us is to put a small dab 
of lubricating jelly (K.Y) on the end of 
the penis then rol] the condom over top. 
Apparently this increases sensitivity/ en- 
joyment. I haven't this one yet but can't 
wait to try it out. So that's a few little 
gems I got. 

Other knowledge I did have was added to 
and made more definate just by sitting a- 
nd talking. There's no comparison between 
this and learning from books and papers. 
It changed alot of fears I had into 
facts and I've been able to share this new 
attitude with others close to me. 

Get AIDS Vancouver to speak to you and 
some friends . It's very empowering.

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We at No Picnic decided to print the 
following information on Action Directe 
not to bore you with jargon ( although 
this may be the case for some, at least 
in parts ) but to present some inform- 
ation about Action Directe and a Critique 
thereof by Ekomedia France ( part of the 
international anti authoritarian news and 
analysis group ) . Action Directe is an 
interesting Urban Guerrilla group to look 
at, specifically because of its initial 
involyment of anti authoritarian part- 
icipants and then its development into a 
more hard line marxist lenninist group. 


-ACTION DIRECTE 
AA. 


Action Directe ( A.D. ) formed in 1979 
and from the start were a complex rath- 
er unstable group . Some of the members 
came from GARI, an anti-franquist group 
founded in 1974, and from the libertar - 
Tan movement taking its roots in south- 
ern France. Others came from the maoist 
groups dissolved some years after May 68 
( Gauche Proletaire, Vive la Revolution) 
> Which defended an urban guerrilla str- 
ategy and had founded the NAPAP ( Armed 
Nucleus for a Proletarian Autonomy ). 
Others came from anarchist or autonomous 
groups in Paris and Lyon. Others too 
came from diverse experiences: immigrat- 
Ton, suburbs, delinquancy or jail. Ind- 
eed, the group could never have a pre- 
cise theoretical point of view, despite 
the formal language uttered by some int- 
ellectuals, and of its support for 
unions | Its actions were rather a coming 
together of several anti capitalist/ im- 
perialist groups under the same identif- 
ying name Action Directe, which beared 
Witness for a similar sensibility and for 
the same will for action against this 
rotten society. A.D. cannot be compared 
to homogenous groups such as the Red 
Army Faction (RAF) , even if a tighten- 
ing up was made at the end, in 1985-87. 


. Generally militants were calling thems- 
_ elves "Revolutionary Communists" then 


"Communist Combattants", which showed 
their shift towards marxist-leninist 
lines during the last years.

Between May 1979 and June 1980, A.D. 
claimed about 20 actions, most correspon- 
ding to symbolic objectives. Its first 
appearance was on the 1st of May attack- 
ing the C.N.P.F. headquarters ( french 
employers corporation). Next,operations 
attacked ministries and organizations 
closely related to employment, lodging 
neocolonialism and social control prob- 
lems. The group also committed diverse 
action s including hold-ups to finance 
their campaign of armed propaganda. 

In March 1980,A.D. had a major defeat 
when police arressted most of its memb- 
ers. Thru an Amnesty promulgated by the 
socialist government they were released 
by the summer of 1981. Then a: period of 
discussion and reflexion began , so call- 
ed "legalist". This period resulted in 
internal conflicts and a split within the 


group , just before the government pron- 


ounced its dissolution (Aug 1982 ). 

The Rouillan-Menigon*s tendency occ- 
upied some squats in a parisian burough 
largely dwelt in by poor immigrant peop- 
le, and developed some anticapitalist 
social. activity. But ambiguously, it took 
contacts with Turkish or Palestinian mil- 
itants , to engage a clandestine intern- 
ationalist activity. This last orientat- 
ion seemed ``, indeed, to have been the 
result of a kind of concurrency for heg- 
emony , which set this group against the 
Oriach's one (NAPAP), and quite turned 
around this strategy. 


In fact; the french political transf- 
ormation and the zionist operation in 
Liban, June 1982, followed by a success- 
ion of murderous attempts (rue copernic, 
rue marbeuf, rue des rosiers, rue des 
rennes,...;) in Paris, had changed the 
situation. Alot of attacks against zion- 
ist interests were then led, in contact 
or support with foreign groups., (F.A.R. 
L. sometimes ). 


Action Directe once again began clandes- 
tine activity, some members dropping out 
because of strong political differences. 
A third period began, with the deepen- 

ing of a "terrorist" strategy, going . 
with the A.D. - R.A.F. fusion: and the 
getting closer with B.R. and Belgium C.C. 
Coya Some contacts had been 
linked before, but it then became a 


real alinement and cooperation., Probably 
coming from the logistical weakness of 
each separa.téd group, more than from an 
exact community. The language of the _ 
group seemed to turn to a traced copy of 
the strict marxist lenninist positions. 
Some radical actions occurred ,includ- 
ing the C.N.P.F. vice president execut- 
ion , G. Besse the ex Renault director 
and Al Audran responsible for French 
weapons deals. Also the explosion of a 
bomb in the special police headquarters 
But the group became more and more isol- 
ated , and the police drew a tighter and 
tighter web. The first arrest was of 
Andre Olivier's group in Lyon with 20 
kg of papers (????), then the central 
nucleus on a farm at Vitry aux loges 
a suburb of Paris om the 21st of Feb.87 
then Max Frerot who seemed to be the 
technician in Lyon some months after 
in March 88. 


QUESTIONS 


When we think about the legitimacy of 
A.D. struggle it brings up a lat of Ques= 
tions . It js not a matter of condemning 
anyone who has put the level of fight to. 
such extremes, but to look at the princi 
“ples and cheices. The main problem is 
certainly that of the utilisation of 
violence within politics, especially when 
it is claimed by an isolated group, "rec- 
ommending terrorist methods". 

For us violence is resistance and expr- 
ession too, though a great part of it 
even in radical groups, tends to turn in- 
to conflicts and splits. However violence 
camnot be a instrument, cannot be a man- 
aged property . We dont agree with Tol- 
stoyan ideas or pacifist theories, but we 
think an organisation that solely uses 
violence plays in to the state control 
strategy , not being able to fight on an 
equal level. 

To want to destroy this rotten society 
means today to want to develop fields of. 
experiences and struggles, expressing 
our own needs and way of life,. Assuredly 
it isn't a matter of deserting society, 
as Some ecologists and alternative people 
see it, but to give less of our existenc- 
es, under the requisition of the state 
and the exploitersí Our acts must contest 
the system by their own fact. We want to 
fight, but enjoy pleasure too, but we 
dont want it on the prepared by State 
terms, where the social control technic- 
ians are waiting to take in our wills. 
This supposes a whole mobility and 
spontanaety so that we never get caught 
by the systematic logic and antennae. 
What the Italtans called the "Gatts scl- 
uagis" strategy: to be unforseeable , 
uncontrollable and unrecoverable. 


So violence appears as a moment in a 
process , whose finality is auto-determ- 
ination and self integrity. Violence for 
life and not against lives. Of course we 
try to assist in radical awareness about 
the State, Employers , criminalisation of 
social struggles... develop atmosphere 
for revolt. And get strong in ourselves 
for the battles ahead, but we want to do 
tt in our own way, to protect and to spr- 
ead our space of liberty. We dont need t@ 
be the “Armed Hand" of a still future 
revolution.

We cannot deny a certain sympathy for 
courageous militants, and we support them 
as political prisoners and as revolution- 
aries . However, we dont accept their 
positions politically. 

A seperated armed team is no solution 
today. We defend social interventions, 
even if nom-legal , of course, against - 
all the forces that crush our lives. The 
real ones indeed which contest the bases 
of exploitation and domination. Our figh- 
ts are assuredly less spectacular and 
less media hyped than "terroristll-attacks 
but they seem to be as efficient in the 
long term. $ 

Above all they allow people to get exp= 
erience and maturity, will of fight and 
make it so more people are taking action 
propagating struggles, autonomously. 

Newspapers say: "Soft and legal terror- 
ism" ! and try to label us as terrorists 
or sympathisers, in order to unleash re- 
pression. But we dont need terror and 
clandestinity to express our ideas , and 
practices! Qur revolts are mormal and 
actual; they need everyday life presen- 


cy and brightness. Violence is often in 
our guts, yet, and we shall reply harsh- 
ly to any police provacation. But we have 
no need to serve as targets for experim= 
entation and enforcement of the social : 
network, under the clock of security or 
Anti-terrorism fight!

HUNGERSTRIKE 


We do not really know if.all ef-the 
members of the group are in jail,but it 
appears that way. So the struggle of A.D. 
is now on a new level. 


December 1st 1987, Jean-Marc Rouillan, 
Nathalie Menigon, Joelle Aubron, Georges 
Cipriani ( Those we called the central nuc- 
leus, arrested at Vitry aux loges ) started 
a hungerstrike to demand: 

" ... Status as political prisoners, for 
imprisoned militants. (This status was ap- 
plied to political prisoners of the Alger- 
ian war, from F.L.N. in 1961 ) 

- Closing of isolation and high security 
areas ( Among 600 prisoners in France suf- 
fer this special measure, with more or 
less intensity.) $ 

... "Nowadays it is time to break down the 
policy of the imperialist bourgeoisie ag- 
ainst political prisoners..."( A.D. 1/12/87) 

This was largely explained through letters 

written by the four that explains the. 
Prison conditions : 

".... So, the struggle for grouping by way 
of political status for prisoners..and ag- 
ainst isolation and high security areas 

is not a single issue struggle for or ag- 
ainst one particular law from the minist- 
ries, but a group initiative that attacks 
the central Project of the bourgeoisie 
against revolutionary prisoners and prol- 
etarian antagonism in the imperaalist pri- 
sons, and should be considered as a time 
for. ofganizing and building revolutionary 
policy for liberation. eee:

Finally after 116 days of Hungerstrikes 
the 4 decided to stop.théir action on the 
26th of March 88; none of their demands - 
were not met though it caused a lot o 
problems for the government. z 
"... Through the last 4 months of struggle 
our will was not spoiled and our determina 
ation to go on fighting is still intense, 
but to develop and enlarge this struggle 
so as to break down the policy of imperi- 
alist bourgeoisie against revolutionary 
prisoners. We have to go through a new 
stage, based on awareness, communication 
and the impetus from our fight, the wide 
struggle of jailed proletarians; 
- To build a revolutionary organisation 
for jailed proletarians; 


- to build a front for the grouping of 


western European revelutionary prison- 
ers. 


- to organize, gather and develop the 
fight against prisons within the build- 
ing of a revolutionary party, for the 
frontline proletarians. 

- to build the communist organisation 
from factories, districts, prisons... 
to dare to fight! to dare to defeat!

FLAG ENVY

San Francisco anarchist gathering would 
be unlikely to be aware of the current 
flap about the American flag fidelity 
bill(sic), which prohibits importing 
American flags into the U.S. 

In a letter to a leading U.S. daily, 
Harley O. Staggers Jr., a member of 
Songress from West Virginia, quoting 
‘from the Flag Code, sets out the meta- 
physics: ' The flag represents a living 
country and is itself considered a living 
thing." Expanding on this startling ad= 
vance in biotechnology, Staggers 
explains: " Therefore, a flag sent to us 
from abroad is not the integral part of 
our country it was meant to be. Such a 
flag is not carefully stitched, assem- 
bled or packaged by our workers. Such a 
flag does not stem from the roots of our 
society. How then could a U.S, flag made 
in another country be a true American 
flag?", 

Not surprisingly, there's a prac- 
tical aspect: " To preserve the symbolic 
and patriotic role of the flag, we must 
restrict the importation of foreign- 
made flags." 


Staggers adds that: " I am a protectio- 
nist only insofar as I believe that 
protecting the integrity of the American 
flag is a worthy endeavor."

‘Commando for the NO' 

The Commando for the No representative- 
s safety valve comment, which refers to 
a cultural/political event that took place 
in a park two days after the Chilean refe- 
rendum, following chases between demonst- 
rators and the police the night before, is 
typical of a phenomenon that is more wide- 
spread than the question of immediate st- 
rategy evoked might imply. The referendum, 
in effert, served as a safety valve (or 
triggered safety valve reactions ) in a 
variety of ways. Pinochet, it appears, 
didn't believe he could really lose; mean- 
while, a reporter who was in Santiago ca- 
ptured a revealing moment: "A strange si- 
ght in the middle of street demonstrations 
by jubilant Pinochet opponents on the day 
after the plebiscite was a prominent Com- 
munist climbing on top of a police vehic- 
le with a loudspeaker to plead for people 
to go home before the police used tear 
gas"(2) 

At this writing it's unclear whether 
Pinochet and the military will allow full 
elections and a "transition to democracy." 
These democracies, it goes without saying, 
while offering the welcome feature of sw- 
eeping away despised dictatorships ( thou- 
not necessarily of keeping the miltt- 
ary“on the 1), have been the most st- 
rongly characterized by their unrelenting- 
ly anti-radical nature. Chile, a model 
electoral democracy until the Pinochet 
coup, is am example of the precise limits 
of what these states allow. Here the ele- 
ctoral process culminated in the coming 
to power of the Unidad Popular coalition, 
probably the furthest-to-the-left block 
@f parties ever to be elected. Before 
long, with clockwork predictability, the 
UP had turned into capitalism's newest 
guardian angel, preventing land seizures 
and protecting private property while at 
the same time carrying out nationalizat- 
ions (which only increased the power of 
the state as opposed to helping create 


conditions through which people could take 
control over their lives.) 


A CLIMATE OF FEAR 

Mistrust, uncertainty, terror - emotio- 
ns whose common denominator is fear - see- 
med to dominate the referendum in Chile, 
as well as in Montreal, where the Commando 
for the No organized a number of events. 
The thousands of assasinations and disap- 
earances that took place after the coup 
are far from forgotten and the repression, 
if less systematic, remains ongoing. Iron- 
ically it was the pro-Pinochet Commando 
for the Yes commercials which most often 
evoked violence, showing shots of burning 
buses, bloody faces and a gutted train 
locomotive to depict the chaos promised by 
a yictory for No side. At one point, a bl- 
ob of red paint, representing the commun- 


ist menace, started at the top and spread 
across the rest of the screen. This psy- 
war campaign, in effect, encountered con- 
siderable success. A disturbingly high 
percentage of those casting ballots far 
outnumbering the middle and upper classes 
- voted yes, a situation reminiscent.of 
recent victories by the extreme right - 
wing Arena Party in El Salvador. 


_ The Commando for the No was undoubted- 
ly caught between a.rock and a hard place. 
A referendum in 1988 was provided for in 


the 1980 constitution (which was approved 
in a fraudulent plebiscite.) This constit- 
utution allows for Pinochet's removal aft- 
er elections scheduled for March 1990, a 
year and a half after the referendum, but 
lets him retain his post as head of the 
military for at least 4 years after elec- 
tions. While Pinochet, after his defeat, 
was announcing his intention to play it by 
(his own) rules, the atmosphere was charg- 
ed with mistrust as about a hundred Chil- 
eans gathered around a t.v., at times 
firing off instant responses to Pinochet's 
remarks one after one particularly burl- 
esque comment, bursting into loud, sarcas- 
tic laughter. The Commando for the No led 
leaders, on the other hand, surely as mis- 
trustful of Pinochet as anyone, expended 
enormous amounts of energy urging people 
to adapt to the referendum arrangements as 
handed down. Commando for the No commerc- 
jals showed a hand marking a ballot while 
a voice exhorts Chileans to vote "sin mie- 
do, sin violencia y sin odio" (without fe- 
ar, without violence and without hatred), 
as not hating Pinochet became the best way 
to love thy neighbour! 

In Montreal, on Radio Centre Ville, a 
community radio station that broadcasts in 
six languages, you Would almost hear the 
transmission belt kerchunking as political 
analyst: heavies participating in a round 
table, one after the other, hoped that 
Chileans would remain responsible, orderly 
and calm, with one participant repeating 
the advice three times, the final time in 
a state of muttering, moralistic semi- 
incoherence. This kind of "unity", ult- 
imately, has a lot less to do with avoid- 
ing a wave of repression than it does 
with keeping events under the iron con- 
trol of the parties 


MIXED EMOTIONS 

On the day of the referendum, from 9 in 
the morning until early the next day, over 
2,000 Chileans dropped by a local cafe to 
symbolically vote against Pinochet, follow 
the referendum results on the radio, soc- 
jalize and listen to Chilean musicians. 
Strong and conflicting emotions were the 
rule, as the almost unbelievable possibil- 
ity of toppling Pinochet was tempered by 
news that the yes side had ominously de- 
clared itself in the lead based on a sma- 
11 percentage of the returns and later 
that Pinochet had ordered a fifth of the 
troeps into the streets. That day and the 
next evening , many people mentioned that 
it was the first time they had seen so 
may Chileahs in one place since they came 
to Montreal. But the sense of community, 
an elusive presence for Latin Americans 
living in Canada (or anyone!) was systema- 
tically bludgeoned by the activities of 
Commando for the No leaders, who cajoled, 
exhorted, chided and harangued "the mass- 
es", falling all over themselves to take 
advantage of a few moments in the lime- 
light on this unique occassion 

A refreshingly spontaneous change of 

pace took place on the day after the ref- 
erendum, when about 300 Chileans and a 
couple dozen supporters gathered in a s 
hall to continue to follow events in Chile, 
which had remained very up in the air the 
night before. After a press conference, a 
number of people spoke at microphones th- 
at had been set up in the audience. A de- 
monstration had been announced, and it 
was obvious that a lot of people were res- 
tlessly eager to go into the streets and 
celebrate Pinochet's defeat, despite sob- 
ering doubts about what the future would 
hold. The demo, it turned out, was more 


of a pure photo opportunity: we were to 
proceed directly to the Canadian Broad- 
casting Company tower, conveniently loca- 
ted just across the street ! This didn't 
seem to go over to well, and sure enough, 
demonstrators that were for the most part 
to young to remember Allende took the ma- 
rch in the opposite direction and it turn- 
exhuberently and illegally down Ste. Cat- 
herine, a main drag, for a few blocks & 
then wandered around in a working-class 
neighbourhood before ending up, drawh | 
magnetiike, in front of the CBC tower. 
And in effect people returned to the hall 
just in time to watch the clips of the 
press conference and themselves chanting 
a few hourssearlier as the CBC devoted 
sympathetic (this time) special coverage 
to the Chilean exiles. 

In the exile party structures, however, 
authoritarian conditioning is deeply root-. 
ed (certainly not something to be"#sympat- 
hetic" to, or find acceptable, as some 
have argued, it seems, simply because the 
authoritarians in ques:tion come from the 
third world.) Repeated regularly during 
the events were slogans evoking Allende 
insisting that he was "presente" not only 
now but "siempre" (forever). Forever seems 
like a long time to put forth bankrupt 
models for social change... Another dead- 
weight was the highly visible, elbowing 
presence of the Chilean Communist Party 
(the second largest in Latin America aft- 
er Cuba). Ultimately only the CP took 
the floor in its own name, breaking the 
false unity of the No side (the role of 
parties being, as always, to keep us sep- 
arate .) 


But often the parties seemed to be ges- 
ticulating in a void; and among the emot- 
jons present were feelings of revolt that 
they can never completely contain

A friend recently loaned me a copy 
of the Summer edition of 'no Picnic!, It 
was with great interest that I read the 
letter grom Amigo in which he replies to 
criticisms for an earlier article cri- 
tiguing 'Resistence!. It appears that he 
is denouncing nearly the entire armed lef- 
tist movement in Europe as being 'Stali- 
nist', racist, and generally ineffective. 
I've missed out on part of the debate but 
I'd like to add my two cents worth. Here 
goes: 

Amigo states that nationalism is 
often the precursor to and justification 
for racism. I think that we must make a 
distinction between bourzeois nationa= 
lism and revolutionary nationalism. I 
agree that under bourgeois nationalism it 
is usually thinly disguised racism and . 
offers a rationale for the exploitation 
of minorities and other racial groups. 
Nazi Germany is the classic example of 
where bourgeois German nationalism did 
this. However, under revolutionary na- 
tionalism this is not the case. With- 
out goir, into the whole Soviet question 
and such, Cuba is an example of where 
a revolutionary nationalism has not led to a 
racist structure. It was the revolutionary 
nationalism of the Vietnamese people 
that allowed them to struggle for LO years 
against various imperialisms. 

Amigo criticizes the Buropean clan- 
destine urban guerilla strategy as being 
essentially innefective and leading only 
to the death and imprisonment of many 
militants, He mentions other forms of str- 
uggle, like popular insurredtion,etc. that 
can be engaged in, However it is unclear 
if he is disapproving of an entire strategy 
gy and resistance and armed struggle or 
just at this stage. I think that anyone 
at all realistic will realize that histo- 
rically no group or class has ever peace- 
fully abdicated power; and the capitalist 
class look like they want to set any pre- 
cedents on this, Ultimately all Struggle 
comes down to an armed struggle to kick out 
and destroy the old ruling class so that 
it can be replaced by something new, be it 
a Leninist state or otherwise. As to its

innefectiveness, in the immediate case it. 
hasn't brought down the present imperia- 
list states and I don't think that the RAF 
Red Brigades, etc. operating as they are 
will be able to do so. It will take a 
larger mass movement in conjunction with 


the armed groups to do this. In the mean- 
time however they do have a destabilizing 
effect on the state. They have caused the 
state to have to spread and thin its re- 
sources, become more overtly repressive 
thus shredding the facade of bourgeois de- 
mocracy and making the state spend much 
more time, men and money in pursuit of 
"security". 
I was a member of the US armed forces 

and I was stationed in Čermany. In 198h- 

85 the RAF firebombed a couple of US Army 
attack helicopters totally destroying them. 
With a relatively simple and inespensive 
device they out the US Army out of a couple 
million dollars worth of equioment. Because 
of incidents like that the American mili- 
tary in Europe and other NATO forces have 
to devote a much much larger portion of 
their resources now to protect teemselves 
and their equipment. from attacks like these. 
Amigo should realize that while the West- 
ern imperialists have enormous resources 
for repression these resources are not in- 
finite, they do have a limit. The RAF 
alone has caused many of these resources 

to be redirected from active aggression to 
passive 'defence' where the RAF cen and 
does have the tactical advantage. It isn't 
so much a matter of dropping this whole 
tactic but of expanding it so that NATO 
forces are under constant attack in their 
town “rear areas". This shouldn't take 
plece in a vacuum but in a context of mass 
organizations and various actions of sabo- 
tage, property destruction, etc. all coming 
together to undermine the state, its autho- 
rity and, ultimately, its forces of opp- 
ression. 

Amigo states that his criticism of 
the ETA was prompted after reading about 
their esecution of a former comrade. He 
states that he doesn't know how he would 
deal with a similar situation. While I

When the oppression is unbearable, peo- 
ple fight back, A resistance will grow and 
manifest itself in many forms, both physi- 
cal and ideological. Some, and only some, 
of those resisting see national liber- 
ation (creation of another state) as the 
answer. Hence, elements of the tesistance 
promote the basics of that same system they 
are fighting to eliminate((hierarchical, 
authoritarian power structures). Although I 
can see why you use the terms 'revolutionary'! 
(Cuba/Vietnam) as opposed to "bourgeois' 
(Nazi Germany) nationalism (because it's 
simple), to degcribe the changes of ruling 
classes in those countries, the use of the 
term'revolutionary' nationalism bugs me. 

Apologists for the status quo in Hava- 
na and Hanoi ( to use your examples) are 
guick to say that those situations " aren't 
perfect, but...", and then generally go on 
to describe the wonderful material improve- 
ments that have come about since the 'revo- 
lutions'. This works, and is quite true if 
you tend to hold a materialist based view 
of our oppression. I do not. Marxists (and 
others) do. I'm not going to deny the extre- 
me importance of the material aspects of our 
lives ( I can already hear the moralizing 
about middle class white males not having a 
right to 'belittle! material improvements). 
Material basycs like the big one, your phy- 
sical well being (no death squads, actually 
food on the plates, medical attention, lit»: 
eracy, etc.,etc.,) are undeniably important. 
What bugs me is the tendency to downplay 
(often with heavy moral, i.e. religious, 


Overtones) the social situation in these new ~ 


(old) states. 


The cadre (military, intelligentsia) 
that achieve positions described by them- 
selves as representatives of the people, 
are situated at the peak of a whole shitload 
of organized hierarchical ppression, 

Once Castro made it to the presidential 
Palace, among other things, he quickly set 
about eliminating political opposition that 
remained in his new'revolutionary' state. 
Along with many others, anarchists wete 
rounded up and shot or imprisoned in the new 
(old) prison camps. 

I can relate to the desire that people 
have to look for models and examples of lib= 
eration struggles. Concrete proof that there 
is light at the end of the tunnel, is an 
emotional/spiritual (real) need that we all 
have to greater or lesser degrees. But if 
that emotional need blurs our dreams and 
visions of what is possible, then I think 
those emotions become disturbing. 

A good example is the situation 
where the Sandinistas ( recent national 
liberation phenomenon), hit the anarchist 
and left(separate) headlines when the de- 
tails of what this new state power did to 
the indiginous peoples of the Atlantic 
region of Nicaragua. After this clear dis- 
olay of what is basically racist and class 
oppression (mass relocations, assasinations, 
imprisonment of dissidents), you has 
people (apologists) saying how yes they 
did'get out of hand' a little but the in- 
diginous people are linked to the Contras 
and the CIA, but the Sandinistas are at 
war with the U.S.A. and cannot ' at this 
time' deal with internal disputes, and 
tae excuses went on. 


haven't read that particular issue of 
"Resistance" Tagsume that the comrade in 
question was killed either for being an in- 
formant, a traitor or a threat to security. 
Amigo should be reminded of the quote" A 
revolution isn't a dinner party". The 
bottom line is that when you are partici- 
pating in an armed clandestine guerilla 
group the stakes are too high to allow the 
possibility of being infiltrated by po- 
lice informants or having members cack- 
sliding and betraying the group. Around 
the world the prisons and the cemetaries 
are full of comrades and militants that 


have been betrayed by informants and have 
had their organizations infiltrated. While 
proper security measures can lessen the 
impact of informents you nust ask your- 
self what you are willing to do to safe- 
guard your security and integrity. In a 
cell structure an informant should (if all 
goes well) only be able to betray 4 or 5 
people. What will Amigo do if he is one of 
those L people? He can either say "oh well" 
and go to prison or get killed by the for- 
ces of repression or he can eliminate 
that threat and allow the orgenization to 
go on. It appears that the ETA made the 
latter choice and by remaining security 
conscious can better safeguard the secu- 
rity of their members, 

Well, thats it for now. I hope 
tnat my observations can further the de- 
bate on armed struggle in the industri- 
alized countries. Debate is sorely needed.

alignment is simply internationalism. 


With two competing blocs poised to blow 
each other out, I would think that it is 
simple common sense to unify with Tike 
minded movements in the East. 

I do not have to go through the track 
record of Sov-et Imperialism nor the dep- 
th of despotism that exists, period. To 
deny it, one is either a liar, a fool or 
an unimformed traveller from space.

orist threat' use R.A.F. as spectacu- 
lar conditioning to suit the program of 
repression. The real threat to the 
status-quo in W. Germany is the existence 
of the thousends of individuals,groups 
of friends and organizations thet con- 
tinvouslyattack their oppressors. These 
groups often get together forone action 
then go back to daily(as in normal) ex- 
istence. This type of activity is extreme- 
ly difficult for the state to fight. The 
fact that Resistance (the paper) prints 
comuniques mainly from these more or- 
ganized groups that carry out the spec- 
tacular actions, tends to increase the im- 
portance of their role in the broad spec- ` 
trum of struggle that takes place in W. 
Germany. I don't think the Friends of 
Durrutti collective intentionally promo- 
tes this model (RAF and others) but that 
is, I believe, the outcome of the coverage. 
Many people for whom Resistance is their 
only contact with militant struggles may 
see these models as being so utterly im- 
possible to achieve in their own experi- 
ence (trained and armed with weapons, ex- 
plosives, vehicles, inside information/ 
support) that they cannot envision them- 
selves as part of a potential militant 
resistance.

It seems ob- 
vious thet each incident would and should 
be dealt with as a unique case. I find the 
E.T.A. way of dealing with that case (ex- 
ecution) to be of great interest, but I am 
certainly not going to promote across the 
board assasinations as a standard policy. 
Fear of death as a tool for social change 
is one of the most obvious ones in use to- 
day.

Here. It says,"However for many wimmin whose 
sexuality was stole from them, twisted and used 
against them by men who abused them as children, 
the sale of sex becomes a much more viable 'op- 
tion." Not all wimmin who have been sexually 
abused become prostitutes. Wimmin who have... 
especially kids who have no services offered: 
to them, and have to leave them and have no 
money, will turn to the street. And it's not 
because of sexual abuse! It's because of pov- 
erty. It also says,"For a mere $50 you can get 
a promise of an eternal erection and eternal 
control. You can even double your insurance 
with another $50 in the church coffer and maybe 
get in the same heaven." I don't know where she 
gets this stuff from! And they call for the 
prosecution of men, not wimmin. So you start 
prosecuting the tricks and we're not making 
any money, right. If we're not making any money 
we're back in the same position we were before. 
It's assumed that we all start from the same 
place with the same amount, which is not true. 
Middle-class has privelidge. She can afford to 
be a lawyer. That's nice. She never asked her- 
self why I worked as a prostitute for seven 
years and why she's never had to turn a trick. 
It's oh,... there's so much stuff in here ag 
can't... I mean the whole thing just enrages 
me! I don't think she's talked to enough pros- 
titutes. I don't think she's done the base 
work that's necessary. 

She wanted to talk about the ambivalence in 
the wimmin's movement and I don't think that's 
true, We have groups that are definite suppor— 
ters. When we called the demo, within three 
days, if it wasn't for the wimmin's movement 
we would have been in big trouble. I called 
and asked different groups to do different 3 
things. Dykes for Dykedom has done security 
for us on two. days notice and setting all that 
up as well as phoning other wimmin they know. 
Rape relief did the same thing. Vancouvér Les- 


bian Connection made phone calls. They were 

out there doing security. They were out there 
with their banner. They were good. Lots of 
prostitutes came out but it's not always safe 
for them. One wmyn lost custody o. her kid 
because she was seen on the news at the first 
one we had in April. So that was enough proof 
to the judge that she wasn't a good mother, 
because after all, either she was a prostitute . 
or she was supporting prostitutes. Pretty bad! 
So it's not safe foe prostitutes to come out. 
We have alot to lose by getting up there and 
saying,"Hey! This is what I want!" or"You can't 
continue doing this!" The cops will target 

us for speaking out about their behaviour. Make 
it really difficult for us to work. And that's 
one of the reasons why I don't work anymore. 

It gives me a liscence to say what I really 
think. So I think wimmin's groups have been 
better. Especially the groups where the working 
class has got a fair amount of power in the 
group. 


NP: You said attitudes have to change. As a 
man I'm wondering what men can do? 


Kairn: Hold each other accountable. When you 
hear a racist joke, when you hear a sexist joke, 
when you hear a joke about a prostitute that 
isn't funny... say so. Anytime a group is tar- 
getted like that it's not funny. Tell your 
friends why. I think that's important. And if 
friends of yours are joking about having driven 
around the stroll and harasses wimmin, ha, ha, 
ha,... challenge them. When people say that it 
was only a prostitute that was murdered, say 
something. She's not only a prostitute. She's 
somebody's mother, somebody's lover, somebody's 
daughter, whatever. But there are people who 
care about her and she's not disposible. Think 
about how you treat wimmin in your life, whether 


_they be friends or lovers. Income share with 


wimmin. Don't pressure them for sex for it. 

Give wimmin jobs that pay a decent amount of 
money. If you see a womyn being hassled, say 
something. Stand up to men and say,"Hey, that

shit ain't okay," send money to POWER. Yah! 

We don't get any government funding and that's 
a choice we've made. It helps alot because we 
can keep things confidential. 

We don't have to work with the police. We 
don't have to work with social service agencies. 
We're independant that way. Because of it the 
wimmin trust us. If she wants to press charges 
we'll back her. We'll go to the police station 
with. We'll go to court with her. We'll go to 
the hospital with her. We'll make sure she gets 
everything she needs. But we don't get money 
so it comes out of our pockets and we get lit- 
tle bits here and there. 

What else can men do? You can write to the 
attorney general. Ask for the repeal of all 
prostitution laws. We don't want prostituion 
to be legal. We want it to be decriminalized. 
When it becomes legalized it becomes like the 
massage parlours and the escort services. Most 
wimmin when they turn out (the first time they 
turn a trick) have less than five bucks in 
their pocket. In a massage parlour you have to 
pay for that liscence to be able to work there. 
The owner of the massage parlour, is us- 
ually a man, because he can afford the three 
to eight thousand dollar liscence, depending 
on the city. It's the same for escort services, 
there's a big liscence. 

If it was decriminalized it would be an or— 
dinary business liscence which is about twenty— 
five dollars. That way we take control out of 
men's hands and put it into wimmins hands. We 
don't want men to have control over our bodies. 
They take a large percentage. It's been as high 
as sixty/forty for the men. The government 
becomes your pimp then.
